A  coordinated  effort  to  end  discrimina¬ 
tion  against  gay  aliens  was  begun  this  week 
with  letters  to  Immigration  Director  Leon¬ 
ard  F.  Chapman  Jr.  from  the  president  of 
the  American  Psychiatric  Association,  Dr. 
John  P.  Spiegel,  and  from  Ary  eh  Keier, 
executive  director  of  the  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union:  Karen  De  Crow,  president 
of  the  National  Organization  for  Women; 

E.  Carrington  Boggan,  chairman  of  the 
American  Bar  Associaton's  Committee  on 
Equal  Protection  of  the  Law  of  the  Section 
of  Individual  Rights  and  Responsibilities; 
William  Thom,  president  of  the  Lambda 
Legal  Defense  and  Educational  Fund;  and 
Dr.  Bruce  Vocller,  executive  director  of  the 
National  Gay  Task  Force. 

The  letters,  copies  of  which  are  printed 
below,  request  that  Chapman  use  his  dis¬ 
cretionary  powers  to  immediately  “cease 
and  desist  from  excluding,  deporting  or  re¬ 
fusing  citizenship  to  homosexual  aliens,  or 
subjecting  such  aliens  to  procedures  or 
proofs  not  required  of  other  aliens.” 

The  United  States,  unlike  most  other 
Western  democracies,  has  systemically 
excluded  women  and  men  who  state  that 


SAINTS  ACT  AGAINST  AGGRESSION 


The  Saints,  Boston’s  bar  for  women,  was 
momentarily  under  seige  last  Wednesday 
night.  Two  black  men  armed  with  a  pistol 
and  shotgun  entered  the  bar  near  12:15 
a.m.  The  man  with  the  shotgun  stood  at 
the  entrance  as  his  accomplice  went  behind 
the  bar  and  held  a  gun  to  the  bartender’s 
head.  The  woman  tending  bar  responded, 
“Get  the  fuck  out  from  behind  the  bar.” 

At  this  point  the  man  stated  his  purpose, 
“Okay  bitch,  just  do  what  I  tell  you,  and 
get  the  money  together!” 

After  gathering  the  night’s  cash  receipts 
the  two  managed  to  get  away.  The  police, 
responding  immediately  to  the  call  from 
the  bar,  arrived  just  several  minutes  after 
the  two  fled  the  scene.  The  managers  felt 
the  police  “were  sympathetic  as  well  as 
thorough  in  a  concerted  attempt  to  appre¬ 
hend  the  robbers.” 

The  robbery  may  remain  in  people’s 
minds  as  the  most  outstanding  display  of 
violence  in  the  16-month  history  of  The 
Saints,  however,  over  the  past  three  months 
the  bar  has  been  plagued  by  a  series  of  ag¬ 
gressive  acts. 

Two  months  ago  three  or  four  tires  were 
slashed  outside  the  Saints  but  was  not  dis¬ 
covered  until  closing  time.So'me  weeks 
later  several  car  windows  were  smashed. 
Recently,  a  staff  member  was  threatened 
verbally  by  a  white  male  driving  a  red  van 


(license  C  99-338).  This  man  on  the  same 
night  followed  another  staff  woman  as  she 
was  leaving  the  bar  and  deliberately  ram¬ 
med  her  car  from  behind.  This  van  has 
been  seen  cruising  the  area  and  anyone  no¬ 
ticing  a  red  Ford  van  in  the  neighborhood 
of  The  Saints,  is  asked  to  notify  the  bar¬ 
tenders. 

On  Friday,  July  25,  a  woman  leaving  the 
bar  was  jumped  from  behind  by  a  “would 
be”  robber,  as  she  tried  to  enter  her  car.  A 
well  placed  kick  enabled  her  to  break  away 
from  her  assailant.  At  this  point,  she  retali¬ 
ated  with  a  pipe,  kept  in  ‘her  car  to  aid  in 
self-defense.  As  the  woman  was  able  to  take 
control  in  this  encounter,  the  man  fled. 
Once  in  safe  surroundings  she  immediately 
called  the  bar  in  order  that  other  woman 
be  made  aware  of  her  experience  and  the 
necessity  of  their  own  caution  upon  leaving 
the  bar. 

In  an  interview  with  GCN,  the  collective 
of  women  responsible  for  the  bar  had  much 
to  say  in  response  to  the  recent  incidents. 
“We  feel  that  the  majority  of  women  who 
come  to  The  Saints  have  responded  in  a 
strong,  positive  and  supportive  way  to  these 
acts  of  violence.  Male  drunks  and  hecklers 
who  have  been  a  constant  nuisance  will  be 
even  more  firmly  dealt  with  by  the  women 
who  work  at  The  Saints,  because  of  these 
recent  acts  of  aggression.  Women  who  are 


harrassed  (i.e.,  continually  asked  to  dance 
or  addressed  improperly)  should  report  it 
immediately  to  the  bartenders  and  these 
men  will  be  thrown  out.  Any  aggressive 
acts  committed  in  the  street  by  men  against 
women  should  also  be  reported  (i.e.,  license 
number  taken  and/or  positive  identification). 
At  that  time  the  police  will  be  notified  and 
they  can  deal  with  these  aggressors  in  their 
own  terms.” 

“Preventative  measures  such  as:  1)  not 
going  to  your  cars  alone,  2)  drivers  with 
cars  going  at  the  end  of  evening  should  of¬ 
fer  rides  to  other  women  without  transpor¬ 
tation,  3)  women  sharing  cabs,  4)  please 
don’t  hitchhike,  5)  use  Aquarium  Station 
for  the  subway  stop  (Blue  line),  6)  check¬ 
ing  with  women  who  are  talking  with  men 
at  the  bar  to  see  if  it  is  by  choice,  7)  try 
not  to  leave  the  bar  alone.” 

“Because  of  the  violence  both  internal 
and  external,  we  will  be  dealing  strongly 
with  any  of  the  following  offenses:  fights 
within  and  without  the  bar,  both  parties 
will  be  considered  responsible;  use  of  drugs 
inside  the  bar  and  immediately  outside  the 
bar;  hard  liquor  or  beer  brought  onto  the 
premises  or  booze  from  the  bar  taken  out¬ 
side  the  bar.  All  of  the  above  can  lead  to 
the  bar  being  closed.  Also,  extra  policemen

they  are,  or  are  known  to  be  gay— both  as 
visitors  and  resident  aliens.  It  has  deported 
numerous  aliens  on  this  basis;  and  it  has 
denied  citizenship  to  those  whose  homo¬ 
sexuality  had  not  been  disco'vered  during 
their  period  of  residency,  It  has  not  based 
these  discriminatory  acts  on  the  existence 
of  criminal  statutes  in  42  states,  since  such 
statutes  include  heterosexual  acts  and  in 
no  state  is  it  a  crime  to  be  homosexual. 
Instead,  its  basis  has  been  the  power  to 
exclude  those  “afflicted  with  psychopathic 
personality  or  sexual  deviation  or  a  mental 
defect.” 

As  of  December,  1973,  the  official  psy¬ 
chiatric  nomenclature  of  the  American 
medical  profession  has  not  included  homo¬ 
sexuality  per  sc  under  these  or  any  other 
category  of  psychiatric  disorder,  so  the  sut 
stance  of  the  current  protest  is  that  there  i 
no  medical  basis  for  exclusion  of  gay  alien; 

The  legal  rationale  for  the  present  anti¬ 
gay  policy  of  the  Immigration  and  Natural 
ization  Service  is  a  1967  Supreme  Court 
decision  to  the  effect  that  Congress  intend 
to  exclude  homosexuals  and  may  define 
pathology  any  way  it  wishes  for  legal  pur¬ 
poses.  The  signators  of  the  letter  to  Chap¬ 
man  see  a  close  parallel  here  with  the  his¬ 
toric  “separate  but  equal”  doctrine,  which 
was  reversed  by  the  Supreme  Court  on  the 
grounds  that  a  body  of  scientific  evidence 
had  been  accumulated,  demonstrating  that 
whatever  the  intent  of  Congress,  the  facts 
had  overtaken  the  law. 

Though  legal  action  is  planned  should 
the  Immigration  and  Naturalization  Servic 
fail  to  change  its  policy,  Chapman  is  re¬ 
quested  to  make  the  change  by  adminis¬ 
trative  order.  Such  discretionary  powers 
are  presently  being  used  by  the  Service  in 
the  cases  of  celebrated  individuals,  such  as 
the  late  Noel  Coward  and  W.  H.  Auden,

John  Lawrence  Leaves

I  have  been  queried  by  a  great  number 
of  gay  people,  “Why  Dukakis?”  If  the  state¬ 
ments  published  last  week  were  not  suffi¬ 
cient,  some  of  his  remarks  made  two  weeks 
ago  at  the  Great  Dukakis  Press  Conference 
on  Channel  2  would  appear  to  require  men¬ 
tion.  All  the  candidates  for  Governor  have 
or  will  take  part  in  these  press  conferences. 

What  I  should  perhaps  do  is  what  Duka¬ 
kis  refuses  to  do,  i.e.,  detail  some  of  the 
differences  that  do  exist  between  him  and 
Atty.  Gen.  Robert  Quinn,  based  on  the  tele¬ 
vision  interview,  which,  I  must  say,  I  think 
he  handled  well : 

1)  Dukakis  is  opposed  to  Quinn’s  ob¬ 
scenity  bill,  which  has  penalties  of  $5000 
or  five  years  in  prison  for  possession  of  ob¬ 
scene  matters,  because  it  is  too  vague,  and 

some  parts  may  be  unnecessary. 

2)  Dukakis  is  opposed  to  Quinn’s  legis¬ 
lation  that  wquld  effectively  repeal  the  fur¬ 
lough  system.  Dukakis  feels  that  some 
“lifers”  can  have  furloughs,  and  feels  that 
an  effective  classification  procedure  would 
solve  the  problem  that  the  present  furlough 
system  seems  to  have. 

3)  Dukakis  is  opposed  to  a  constitutional 
amendment  that  would  prohibit  abortions, 
overturning  the  Supreme  Court  ruling  of 
last  year.  Quinn  favors  the  constitutional 
amendment. 

4)  Dukakis  favors  an  independent  judi¬ 
cial  review  board  for  the  appointment  of 
judges  and  court  officers.  Quinn  is  saying 
nothing  about  this  issue  at  all.  Could  it  be 
because  his  father-in-law  is  Clerk  of  Milford 
District  Court,  home  of  Secretary  of  State 
Jack  Davoren? 

5)  Dukakis  is  opposed  to  a  third  tunnel 
across  Boston  Harbor,  and  sets  good  and 
cheap  public  transportation  as  a  real  goal. 
Quinn  favors  the  tunnel,  and  it  was  his 
original  rulings  that  gave  Massport  the  go- 
ahead  for  its  parking  garage  and  runway 
last  year. 

Gary  Griffith  of  Boston  Magazine  asked 
Dukakis  his  opinions  of  the  “laws  that  pro¬ 
hibit  two  unmarried  people  from  living  to¬ 
gether.”  This  is  Section  16,  Chapter  272, 
“Open  and  Gross  Lewdness  and  Lewd  and 
Lascivious  Cohabitation.”  These  are  the 
laws  which  the  gay  movement  is  endeavor¬ 
ing  to  repeal  across  the  country.  Dukakis 
replied,  “I  don’t  believe  in  laws  that  are  not 


Barbara  Smoker  and  Ellen  Gardner  have 
been  elected  co-chairpersons  of  the  Worces¬ 
ter  Gay  Union.  On  Aug.  21  elections  were 
held  for  the  positions  of  co-chairpersons 
and  secretary.  At  the  beginning  of  the  gen¬ 
eral  meeting  letters  of  resignation  were  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  past  officers  of  the  above 
positions  and  also  that  of  the  presidency. 
The  reasops  cited  for  resigning  ranged  from 
lack  of  time  able  to  devote  to  possible  jeo¬ 
pardy  of  a  current  job  status. 

It  was  decided  by  the  majority  that  the 
position  of  president  would  be  dropped 
from  the  ballot  since  that  title  is  only  one 
of  a  figurehead  with  no  actual  power.  The 
true  executive  power  rests  with  the  posi¬ 
tions  of  chairpersons. 

Gardner  and  Smoker  were  then  nomin- 
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enforced.  We  have  serious  problems,  the 
police  should  not  have  to  chase  people  in 
their  bedrooms.”  He  told  Griffith  that  he 
favored  repeal. 

Quinn  said  that  the  repeal  of  those  laws 
would  “do  irreparable  harm  to  society  and 
eventually  erode  away  the  foundations  of 
the  family  unit.”  (I  have  asked  Griffith  to 
ask  Sargent  the  same  question.)  - 

Abe  Michelson,  in  his  column  last  week, 
noted  that  Dukakis’s  problem  will  be  get¬ 
ting  his  votes  to  the  polls  on  Sept.  10. 
Apathy,  he  noted,  always  helps  the  person 
with  the  more  familiar  name.  He  also  noted 
that  the  polls  show  that  either  man  could 
beat  Sargent  at  this  point.  So  if  you  want, 
to  have  Governor  Quinn,  stay  home  on 
Sept.  10,  or  vote  for  Sargent. 

Sargent,  by  the  way,  still  isn’t  saying 
anything  gay-wise,  even  though  his  policy 
and  public  service  offices  have  made  their 
recommendations  to  him,  which  are  very 
favorable.  He  may  be  taking  us  for  a  ride 
by  keeping  his  mouth  shut.  I  wish  a  few  of 
our  more  sympathetic  politicians  and 
would-be  politicians  wbuld  get  off  their 
collective  chairs  and  all  sign  a  letter  re¬ 
questing  a  statement  from  him.  (Keep  those 
letters  coming,  folks!) 

In  the  Attorney  General’s  race,  we  may 
be  heading  for  disaster!  Former  Lt.  Gov. 
Frank  Bellotti  is  leading  his  nearest  chal¬ 
lenger.  Attv.  Ted  Harrington,  by  1 1  points. 
Bellotti  could  be  an  understudy  for  Chi¬ 
cago’s  Mayor  Daley.  Harrington  is  endorsed 
by  the  ADA  and  CPPAX  (both  organiza¬ 
tions  co-sponsored  gay  rights  legislation 
this  year),  and  his  top  campaign  aide  is  gay, 
but  he  isn’t  going  to  make  an  issue  out  of 
it.  Oddly  enough,  the  man  with  the  most 
money  doesn’t  seem  to  be  faring  too  well. 
That’s  former  Rep.  George  Sacco  of  Med¬ 
ford,  who  has  the  support  of  the  Quinn- 
Bartley  forces,  and  has  amassed  almost 
$250,000  so  far  in  his  campaign. 

Sacco  himself,  however,  has  come  up 

with  some  good  legislation  in  his  years  on 
Beacon  Hill,  especially  with  regard  to  first¬ 
time  offenders  and  young  people.  His  staff, 
however,  has  refused  to  give  me  any  posi¬ 
tion  on  the  issue  of  gay  rights,  so  I’d  have 
to  advise  interested  gay  people  to  go  with 
Harrington. 

The  election  is  less  than  two  months 
away.  Have  you  involved  yourself  yet?  If 
you  don’t,  then  don’t  complain  about  the 
results  if  they  don’t  please  you. 


ated  for  the  executive  positions  and  re¬ 
ceived  overwhelming  votes  of  confidence 
from  the  approximate  30  union  members 
gathered.  Gloria  Audet  was  unanimously 
voted  in  as  secretary. 

One  of  the  major  concerns  Gardner  and 
Smoker  intend  to  involve  themselves  in  im¬ 
mediately  is  the  process  ot  having  the  by¬ 
laws  rewritten.  They  plan  to  do  extensive 
research  before  embarking  on  this  project 
and  hope  to  retain  a  lawyer  who  will  assist 
in  drawing  up  a  firmly  structured  set  of  new 
by-laws. 

The  Worcester  Gay  Union  has  goot  po¬ 
tential  to  become  a  strong  organization  for 
gays  not  only  in  Worcester  but  all  of  cen¬ 
tral  Massachusetts. 


The  Boston  gay  community  is  losing  one 
of  its  most  dedicated  and  concerned  lead¬ 
ers.  John  Lawrence— Director  of  Education 
at  the  Homophile  Community  Health  Serv¬ 
ice,  Co-moderator  and  Co-producer  of 
WBUR’s  Gay  Way  radio  show,  and  acting 
chairperson  of  the  Gay  Nurses  Alliance— is 
leaving  the  area  for  Hawaii. 

John  has  been  active  in  the  community 
for  the  five  and  a  half  years  he  has  lived 
here,  focusing  most  of  his  energies  on 
HCHS,  of  which  he’s  one  of  the  five  found¬ 
ing  members.  When  HCHS  opened  its  doors 
in  April  of  1970,  he  was  Director  of  Client 
Services,  and  primarily  involved  in  clinical 
work.  The  position  of  Director  of  Educa¬ 
tion  evolved  out  of  requests  for  speaking 
engagements.  John  took  thp  position  at  its 
inception  in  January  and  will  hold  it  until 
August  1 .  Donna  Medley,  a  volunteer  ther¬ 
apist  with  the  Service  and  recently  director 
of  a  half-way  house  for  street  people,  will 
succeed  to  Director  of  Education. 

GayWay  has  benefitted  from  John’s  ser¬ 
vices  for  about  15  months-the  show  is  a 
function  of  HCHS’s  Education  Department, 
a  department  that  John  was  mostly  respon¬ 
sible  for  developing.  It  has  grown  to  be  the 
second  largest  program  at  the  Health  Ser¬ 
vice,  with  an  annual  budget  of  $7,000  or 
$*,000.  The  Department’s  functions,  ac¬ 
cording  to  John,  involve  various  forms  of 
outreach— to  both  the  gay  and  straight 
communities.  Among  other  things,  the  De¬ 
partment  handles  speaking  engagements, 
organizes  an  annual  conference,  helps  other 
conferences,  operates  a  bookstore  and  lib¬ 
rary,  organizes  college  courses  at  Boston 
University  and  Tufts,  handles  training 
groups  for  straight  organizations,  sponsors 
the  Institute  for  Homophile  Studies. 

“It’s  a  big  position,”  John  says.  “It  has 
tremendous  outreach  potential.  I  think  the 
greatest  days  for  the  Health  Service  lie 

ahead,  now  that  it’s  got  a  really  fine  repu¬ 
tation,  is  getting  licensed  clinic  status,  and

will  be  getting  foundation  funding.” 

In  recognition  for  his  service  to  HCHS, 
John  has  been  made  a  permanent  member 
of  the  Corporation,  and  has  been  made  Di¬ 
rector  of  Education  Emeritus. 

“It’s  really  tough  to  leave,”  John  re¬ 
flected.  “It’s  mind  blowing  to  see  what’s 
happened  in  the  last  five  years— I  will  miss 
the  community  very  much.  I  especially  ap¬ 
preciate  the  kind  of  closeness  at  the  Health 
Service.  It’s  like  one  large  family.  I’d  like 
to  thank  my  colleagues  for  that.” 

John  plans  a  different  sort  of  lifestyle  in 
Hawaii.  “I  don’t  think  I’ll  get  involved  in 
anything  organized,”  he  says.  “I  don’t  want 
to  be  confined  by  all  those  day  to  day  de¬ 
tails.” 

“I  want  to  write,”  he  went  on.  “I  have 
offers  of  a  year  or  more  standing.  And 
maybe  I’ll  do  private  practice  referrals.” 
(John  holds  a  Masters  in  Psychiatric  Nurs¬ 
ing.) 

John  may  also  get  involved  in  activities

federal 
gay  bills 

On  May  14,  U.S.  Reps.  Bella  Abzug  and 
Edward  Koch  (D-N.Y.)  filed  HR  14752,  a 
bill  which  would  amend  the  Civil  Rights 
Act  of  1964  by  forbidding  discrimination 
based  on  “sexual  orientation,  sex,  or  mari¬ 
tal  status.” 

The  bill,  filed  quietly  during  the  Intro  2 
battles  in  New  York  City,  is  currently  on 
the  agenda  of  the  Constitutional  Rights 
subcommittee  of  the  House  Judiciary  Com¬ 
mittee.  Owing  to  the  impeachment  inquiry 
and  a  rather  crowded  docket,  the  bill  stands 
little  chance  of  passage  this  year,  according 
to  a  member  of  Ms.  Abzug’s  legislative 
staff.  The  congresswoman  is  reported  to 
believe,  however,  that  action  is  needed  at 
this  time  at  the  Federal  level  in  order  to 
guarantee  the  civil  rights  of  gays  and  others 
against  the  pressures  of  local  forces  such  as 
those  responsible  for  the  defeat  of  Intro  2. 

Dr.  Bruce  Voeller,  executive  director  of 
the  National  Gay  Task  Force,  told  the  Los 
Angeles  Advocate  that  his  organization  was 
not  notified  until  a  week  after  the  bill  had 
been  filed, -and  expressed  his  concern  that 
gay  organizations  had  not  been  consulted 
in  advance  of  the  action.  The  NGTF  is  cur¬ 
rently  working  with  the  Sexual  Privacy 
Project  of  the  American  Civil  Liberties 
Union  and  other  groups  to  line  up  a  num¬ 
ber  of  legislative  co-sponsors  in  support  of 
a  broadly  based  civil  rights  bill  in  the  next 
Congress,  beginning  in  the  spring  of  1975.

P’Town  Listens 


The  cooperation  between  the  Homophile 
Assistance  League  of  Provincetown 
(HALP)  and  police  in  the  aftermath  of  the 
July  4  weekend  arrests  in  Provincetown 
(GCN  Vol.  2,  No.  4),  appears  to  have  been 
successful,  with  no  subsequent  arrests,  and 
support  from  many  segments  of  the  local 
community. 

The  eight  arrests  were  a  result  of  com¬ 
plaints  of  public  sex  around  the  Province- 
town  bas  relief  monument,  located  direct¬ 
ly  across  from  the  town  hall,  police  sta¬ 
tion,  and  the  center  of  the  town.  The  area 
is  very  exposed  and  passing  auto  headlights 
light  up  the  area. 

Charged  with  performing  “unnatural 
acts”  on  persons  of  the  same  sex,  a  felony 
with  maximum  penalty  of  a  $  1000  fine 
and  five  years  in  prison,  under  Massachu¬ 
setts  state  law,  the  first  two  defendants 
were  tried  in  the  Second  District  Court  in 
Orleans,  where  Justice  Charles  Ardito  lev¬ 
ied  court  costs  of  only  $50  and  continued 
the  case  for  five  years. 

Despite  the  relative  leniency  of  the 
court,  the  local  weekly  newspaper,  The 
Provincetown  Advocate,  noted  that  the  de¬ 
fendants  will  be  left  with  a  “criminal” 
record, and  publisher  Dan  Boynton,  in  an 
editorial,  asked  “How  can  voluntary  activi¬ 
ties  between  two  consenting  adults  be 
called  ‘criminal’?”  “With  such  an  attitude 
of  cooperation,  it  seems  only  fair  that  in 
the  event  police  feel  compelled  to  make  an 


arrest  for  such  sexual  activities,  the  charge 
be  one  such  as  ‘indecent  exposure’— which 
is  legally  a  misdemeanor,”  he  continued. 

Contrary  to  Chief  Mead’s  assertion  that 
“every  gay  visitor  has  a  room  to  go  to,  and 
what  they  do  there  is  their  own  business,” 
The  Provincetown  Advocate  objectively 
aired  the  opinion  of  gay  spokespeople  that 
“many  of  the  persons  who  have  been  using 
the  monument  area  are  living  with  parents, 
straight  friends,  or  lovers.  They  cannot, 
bring  sexual  partners  into  their  rooms.” 

In  discussions  between  HALP  and  Meads, 
the  police  chief  reiterated  that  “It  is  the 
policy  of  Provincetown  to  treat  homosex¬ 
uals  as  we  would  any  other  citizens,”  al¬ 
though  he  “must  react  to  complaints  about 
public  sex.”  It  was  decided  to  expend  town 
funds  to  light  the  area  and  HALP  under¬ 
took  to  inform  the  gay  community  of  the 
dangers  of  this  location.  Bill  Damon,  asso¬ 
ciate  director  of  HALP,  informed  GCN  that 
the  result  has  been  that  the  cruising  area 
has  moved,  a  move  he  felt  was  long  overdue 
because  of  privacy  and  space,  “to  the  beach 
around  the  gay  guest  house  area,  to  the 
west  of  the  town  center.” 

Since  the  property  owners  are  unlikely 
to  complain  and  the  area  is  more  private, 
the  conflict  seems  to  have  been  avoided.  In 
any  case,  Chief  Meads  assured  Damon 
“When  I  receive  complaints  about  activity 
elsewhere  (than  the  monument).  I  will  con¬ 
tact  representative  of  the  gay  community.” 


NUDITY 

At  a  recent  town  meeting  in  Truro, 

Mass.,  located  next  to  Provincetown  on 
Cape  Cod,  a  proposal  to  make  nude  bathing 
on  town  beaches  illegal  was  defeated,  which 
had  the  effect  of  making  it  legal. 

The  proposal  was  brought  about  by  the 
recent  large  influx  of  people  to  Pamet 
Beach,  located  at  the  end  of  Pamet  Road 
in  Truro.  For  a  number  of  years  this  beach, 
because  of  its  vastness,  has  afforded  privacy 
for  the  gay  people  who  began  to  make  it 
popular.  Primarily  drawing  gay  men  at  first, 
it  soon  became  popular  with  lesbians  as 
well.  This  season  has  seen  the  influx  of 
many  straight  young  people,  and  since  the 
recent  publicity  in  all  the  local  papers,  has 
become  completely  mixecf,  including  a  sur¬ 
prising  number  of  grandparents  and  whole 
families  with  children  of  all  ages. 

It’s  still  popular  with  gay  women  and 
men, however. 

Time  magazine  even  mentioned  the  de¬ 
velopment,  noting  that  Provincetown  and 
Fire  Island  had  always  been  the  pacesetters 
in  male  nude  sunbathing. 


WINS 

One  note  of  irony  is  that  existing  laws 
still  make  it  illegal  to  dress  or  undress  in 
cars  or  on  the  beach.  Thus,  technically,  it 
is  legal  to  wear  clothes  on  the  beach,  legal 
not  to  wear  any.  but  the  act  of  taking 
clothes  off  is  illegal.  Also,  to  put  one’s 
bathing  suit  back  on  would  be  illegal! 

Pamet’s  popularity  has  taken  pressure 
off  Herring  Cove  Beach  in  Provicetown, 
where  increased  nudity  was  creating  pres¬ 
sure  on  police  to  prevent  it  (GCN  Vol.  2, 
No.  4).  Unlike  Pamet,  Herring  Cove  is  lo¬ 
cated  on  the  heavily 'traveled  beach  trails 
to  Long  Point,  and  many  tourists  com¬ 
plained. 

Bill  Damon  of  the  Homophile  Assistance 
League  of  Provincetown,  who  worked  with 
police  in  solving  the  Herring  Cove  prob¬ 
lem,  Warns  that  nudity  is  still  dangerous 
there  and  strongly  recommends  Pamet  for 
nude  sunbathing.  It  is  especially  fortunate, 
he  adds,  because  “the  Herring  Cove  area  is 
just  loaded  with  poison  ivy,  and  local  drug¬ 
gists  had  run  out  of  calamine  lotion!”

will  be  in  the  neighborhood  for  our  protec¬ 
tion,  and  they  will  be  more  aware  of  our 
offenses.  Therefore,  no  warning  will  be 
given  for  any  of  the  listed  violations  and 
people  will  automatically  be  barred  for  one 
month.  We  also  expect  women  to  have  posi¬ 
tive  proof  of  identification,  Massachusetts 
drivers  license  or  Liquor  Purchase  I.D.  — 
obtainable  from  local  police  headquarter^. 

“We  feel  that  these  kinds  of  actions 
jeopardize  ‘ourt  community  and  can  no 
longer  be  tolerated.  We,  as  individuals  are 
interested  in  building  a  strong,  self  protec¬ 
tive  and  creative  lesbian  community.  We 
want  the  Saints  to  be  a  place  for  women 
to  experience  each  other  in  a  non-threaten¬ 
ing,  joyful^  comfortable  way.” 


Noble  Update 


What’s  happening  with  Elaine  Noble’s 
campaign?  What  has  she  been  doing,  and 
.how  is  the  public  responding? 

Elaine  Noble  has  been  a  most  outspoken 
and  unmanipulatable  member  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernor’s  Commission  on  the  Status  of  Wo¬ 
men.  This  is  a  selected  membership  to 
which  Elaine  has  been  reappointed  for  an¬ 
other  year.  On  questioning  if  she  has  been 
too  ‘up-front’  in  raising  politically  and 
socially  sensitive  issues:  “I’ve  been  ap¬ 
pointed  not  to  say  ‘thank  you’  and  ‘how 
pleased  I  am  to  be  here’.  I’m  on  the  Com¬ 
mission  to  raise  issues,  and  to  make  peo¬ 
ple  deal  with  the  truth.” 

Ms.  Noble  has  been  actively  fighting  the 
acquisition  of  additional  liquor  licenses  in 
the  Back  Bay.  Not  as  a  temperate,  but  as  a 
voice  for  many  neighborhood  residents, 
Elaine  holds  that  the  ability  of  more  busi¬ 
nesses  to  sell  alcohol  is  markedly  in  the  in¬ 
terest  of  the  ownership-  not  in  the  interest 
of  the  community.  L-Ananas  (a  restaurant 
who  had  been  turned  down  by  the  liquor 
control  board  for  an  additional  license)  is 
appealing  the  board’s  decision  on  Wednes¬ 
day,  July  31 .  According  to  Elaine,  ener¬ 
gies  and  monies  should  be  directed  toward 
establishing  alcohol  and  drug  centers- 
where  positive  work  can  be  done  in  help¬ 
ing  people  control  their  own  lives  and  fu¬ 
tures. 

Through  the  constant  work  that  Elaine 
has  been  doing  with  the  community,  cam¬ 


paign  sources  indicate  that  local  response 
is  “very  good”— and  growing  in  demon¬ 
strable  ways.  Many  local  residents  are  staff¬ 
ing  the  office  and  contributing  to  the  cam¬ 
paign.  Community  support  for  fund  rais¬ 
ing  events  is  an  interesting  post-Watergate 
phenomenon.  Although  there  is  an  under¬ 
standable  hesitancy  in  the  ‘public  mind’  to 
financially  contribute  to  political  candid¬ 
ates,  a  Noble  fund  raiser  at  the  Cleveland 
Gallery  (212  Newbury  St.)  saw  many  Suf¬ 
folk  Six  residents  backing  Elaine.  Neighbor¬ 
hood  people  are  offering  their  time  and  the 
time  of  their  children  in  a  “clean-up”  to  be 
held  on  Saturday,  Aug.  3.  This  Saturday 
(from  1 1  a.m.  to  6  p.m.)  people  are  being 
asked  to  join  the  “clean-up”  to  show  both 
concern  for  the  community  and  support 
for  Elaine’s  campaign.  One  can  call  election 
headquarters  at  267-6616,  17,  18,  19. 

Elaine  Noble’s  campaign  is  financially 
maintained  in  a  true  grass-roots  style.  Sup¬ 
port  comes  mainly  from  fund  raising 
events.  Two  are  scheduled  for  this  week. 

Saturday,  Aug.  3,  9  p.m.,  Charles  Street 
Meetinghouse,  a  gay  dance  is  being  held 
with  the  Wet  Stone  Circle,  a  four  piece 
rock  band.  Donations  of  $2  are  being 
asked  at  the  door. 

Sunday,  Aug.  4,  2  p.m.,  The  Clifford 
House  in  (that’s  right)  Provincetown— many 
well  known  local  names  and  talents.  Dona¬ 
tions  of  $2  are  being  asked  for  an  afternoon 
of  fun.

unnatural  acts? 


The  recent  events  in  Province  town  as  a 
result  of  arrests  for  public  sex  give  many 
insights  into  where  the  gay  liberation  move¬ 
ment  is  heading,  what  our  work  has  gained 
us,  and  what  is  left  to  be  done. 

Although  Provincetown  is  certainly 
unique  in  many  ways, the  same  qualities  of 
local  vested  interests,  status  quo,  Puritan 
Catholic  moral  values,  an  only  recently  - 
organized  gay  community,  and  hesitancy 
on  the  part  of  gay  people  to  use  their  eco¬ 
nomic  and  legal  muscles,  make  it  common 
to  most  communities.  The  fact  that,  by 
sheer  numbers,  it  can  not  ignore  gay  peo¬ 
ple  is  its  greatest  uniqueness,  which  perhaps 
makes  it  an  interesting  case  study  for  com¬ 
munities  that  have  been  able  to  ignore  gay 
issues  up  until  very  recently. 

Public  sex  has  always  been  an  emotional 
issue  within  the  gay  community,  much  less 
the  straight  one.  It  is  interesting  to  see  that 
in  a  community  which  does  not  ignore  gay 
people,  and  faces  the  issues,  however  hesi¬ 
tantly,  true  dialogue  can  develop.  The 
power  of  media  to  compound  the  prob¬ 
lems  in  an  emotional  issue  is  well  known  to 
us,  and  we  must  salute  The  Provincetown 
Advocate  for  their  objectivity,  ability  to 


perceive  the  situation,  and  not  be  tempted 
to  sensationalize  to  sell  papers,  qualities 
lacking  in  many  gay,  as  well  as  straight, 
papers. 

Within  this  expanse  of  true  concern,  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  gay  community  and  the 
town  could  meet  and  discuss  the  problems 
rationally.  Chief  Meads  and  the  staff  of  the 
Homophile  Assistance  League  of  Province- 
town  deserve  our  gratitude.  Even  Justice 
Ardito  of  the  Second  District  Court  in  Or¬ 
leans  deserves  credit  for  his  lack  of  “moral 
self-righteousness,”  so  often  seen  in  our 
courts. 

But,  as  The  Provincetown  Advocate 
points  out,  these  men  now  have  “criminal” 
records,  and  “how  can  voluntary  activities 
between  consenting  adults  be  criminal?” 

When  a  law  is  on  the  books,  can  we 
realistically  expect  the  police  to  ignore 
complaints,  for  the  court  to  do  less  than 
levy  court  costs?  We  see  that  even  in  a 
community  that  would  rather  look  the 
other  way,  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  can  not  be  avoided.  As 
long  as  “unnatural  acts”  remains  on  the 
books,  people  will  be  given  a  “criminal” 
record.  We  could  all  be  arrested  tomorrow.

Violence  seems  to  be  becoming  a  way  of 
life  in  this  country.  Everyone  simply  ex¬ 
pects  it,  now,  accepts  it  with  a  shrug,  and 
tries  not  to  notice  the  feelings  in  the  pit  of 
their  stomachs.  We  in  the  gay  community, 
in  particular,  just  expect  to  be  informed  of 
various  beatings— after  all,  we  are  the  only 
legal  and  acceptable  scapegoat  left.  So  we 
act  thankful  when  we  come  out  alive  and 
never  mind  that  we  should  not  have  been 
attacked  in  the  first  place.  Tomorrow  will 
we  be  grateful  that  only  one  person  was 
killed  instead  of  ten,  or  do  we  wait  until 
40  or  50  are  murdered  in  one  monstrous 
blow-before  we  can,  once  again,  get  in 
touch  with  our  rightful  rage? 

When  we  find  that  rage,  though,  what 
do  we  do  with  it?  Do  we  gather  in  vigilante 
bands  and  swoop  down  upon  the  Esplan¬ 
ade  and  other  areas  in  swift  attack  with  our 


own  guns,  knives  and  chains?  Or  do  we  re¬ 
treat  back  into  the  safety  of  our  closets 
saying  the  world  isn’t  ready  yet  and  we 
shouldn’t  “provoke  them”  by  walking  free¬ 
ly  arm  in  arm  and  hand  in  hand? 

Violence  is  not  an  answer  to  violence— 
although,  certainly,  knowledge  of  self- 
defense  is  an  added  safety  factor— it  only 
increases  in  geometric  proportions.  Better 
to  open  more  doors  and  windows— there  is 
safety  in  numbers  both  physically  and  psy¬ 
chologically,  but  be  prepared  to  turn  the 
other  cheek  and  show  that  we,  at  least,  are 
ready  to  mean  the  love  that  we  so  freely 
talk  about.  And  let  us  keep  talking  to 
groups  and  on  radio  and  television,  keep 
writing  to  the  statehouse  and  the  print 
media,  and  keep  informing  the  public  that 
we  are  here  to  stay  as  we  are— sick,  only  of 
violence.

Dear  Editor, 

.  .  .  Being  an  avid  outdoor  cruiser,  I  fre¬ 
quent  many  of  Boston’s  late  night  cruis¬ 
ing  places.  The  other  night,  while  cruising 
the  river  by  bike,  I  observed  three  youths 
standing  among  some  bushes.  I  sensed 
some  danger  and  kept  my  distance.  These 
three  youths  carefully  picked  out  their 
prey  and  attacked  him  .  .  . 

I  was  appalled  by  my  incapability  to 
act,  and  moreover,  by  the  fact  that  this 
attack  was  witnessed  by  some  fifteen  of 
us,  all  inactively  .  .  .  After  the  attack  the 
three  youths  stayed  around  looking  for 
another  victim.  At  that  point  I  rode  to  an 
emergency  phone  and  called  the  MDC 
police  who  arrived  quickly  but  not  soon 
enough  to  catch  the  attackers .  .  . 

Gays  have  to  help  each  other  .  .  .  Gays 
have  to  be  ready  to  defend  themselves 
when  the  need  arises.  I  suggest  for  those 


who  are  active  night  cruisers  the  carrying 
of  a  spray  can  of  “self  defense  spray.”  It 
can  fit  in  your  pockets  and  won’t  be  in 
the  way.  A  pistol  that  fires  blanks  and  tear 
gas  pellets  can  frighten  anyone  off  (it  may 
also  deter  prospective  mates,  however). 
Keep  your  eyes  open  for  easily  picked  up 
weapons;  sticks,  bottles,  rocks .  .  .  Beware 
of  suspicious  groups ...  if  you  are  an  ex¬ 
perienced  cruiser,  you  can  usually  feel 
danger,  sense  trouble.  Carry  a  police  whis¬ 
tle,  it  may  scare  attackers  away  and  bring 
the  aid  of  others.  Your  legs  are  longer  than 
your  arms,  a  kick  can  keep  someone  frcin 
grabbing  you  while  you  flee.

To  the  editor, 

In  a  recent  article  in  GCN,  The  TV-TG- 
TS  Phenomena,  the  author  grossly  misrep¬ 
resents  transsexualism  by  lumping  it  to¬ 
gether  with  transverticism.  Such  errors  are 
expected  of  the  ‘straight’  press,  but  are 
unacceptable  for  consumption  in  a  com¬ 
munity  which  has  contact  with,  and  must 
interact  with,  the  transsexual. 

'  The  transvestite,  as  accurately  indicated 
in  the  article,  .  .  expresses  his  feminine 
feelings  by  dressing  completely  as  female.” 
The  transvestite  defines  himself  as  a  man, 
defends  his  manhood,  and  focuses  upon 
his  “sexual  equipment”  as  appropriate  and 
most  valuable. 

The  male-to-female  transsexual  does 
not  think  of  herself  as  a  man,  and  has  no 
desire  to  be  or  to  remain  a  male.  The  male 
genitalia  are  not  focused  on  a  “sexual 
equipment,”  nor  is  sex  the  motivation  for 
reassignment  surgery.  The  transsexual  ex¬ 
periences  her  identity  as  a  woman  at  a  far 
deeper  and  more  meaningful  level  than 
merely  clothing  or  social  roles.  She  does 
not  have  to  be  feminine  to  be  a  woman- 
she  is  a  woman  and  remains  so  regardless 
of  the  clothing  worn  or  the  activities  per¬ 
formed. 

Additionally,  most  male-to-female 
transsexuals  choose  to  relate  to  men  both 
during  the  transition  process  and  after  sur¬ 
gery.  Only  a  few  transsexuals  define  them¬ 
selves  as  “women-identified-women.”  This 
does  not  imply  that  these  women  are  seek¬ 
ing  female  “sex  partners,”  but  rather  are 
choosing  to  focus  their  energies  on  build¬ 
ing  and  maintaining  complete  human  rela¬ 
tionships  with  other  women.

I  was  pleased  to  see  such  a  long  and 
thoughtful  feature  on  transvestism  in  the 
July  20  paper.  I  think  there  is  not  enough 
information  readily  available  on  this  sub¬ 
ject  to  either  myself  or  others.  Therefore 
the  full  page  article  by  Ariadne  Kane  was 
most  welcome. 

My  hope  is  that  women  or  others  were 
not  offended  by  this  article.  The  author 
clearly  means  “feminine”  to  suggest  those 
things  which  our  common  media-deluged 
culture  symbolically  attaches  to  that  term. 
It  is  the  images  and  not  the  persons  of  the 
opposite  gender  which  are  apparently  mi¬ 
micked,-  used  by,  or  attractive  to',  trans¬ 
vestites,  according  to  the  author. 

What  I  think  could  be  amplified  in  an¬ 
other  article,  however,  is  an  explanation 
on  why  other,  less  stereotypical,  more 
contemporary  images  of  “feminine  gender 
attributes”  seem  not  to  be  utilized  by  the 
TV-TG-TS  phenomena.  Personally,  my 
image  of  even  the  stereotypical  “feminine” 
of  “femme  self’  in  our  culture  is  not  fully 
covered  by  “. . .  panties,  bras, .  . .  smail 
hands  or  female  torso  .  . .”  or  “womanly 
legs  .  .  .  cosmetics.” 

*  Nevertheless,  the  article  did  do  a  good 
service  in  providing  more  facts  and  ideas 
on  an  oppressed  subculture  within  both 
gay  and  straight  subcultures.  With  a  sense 
of  anticipating  its  critics’  arguments,  this 
was  the  best  written  explanation  of  the 
situation  I’ve  yet  seen.  Also,  I  think  its 
distinction  between  gender  identity  and 
sexual'identity  was  important.

[The  following  is  an  open  letter  sent  to  the 
President  and  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Jordan  Marsh  Co.,  Boston.] 

Sirs: 

For  some  time  now  you  have  made  it 
a  policy  of  arresting  and  prosecuting  gay 
people  suspected  of  open  and  gross  lewd¬ 
ness  taking  place  in  your  public  rest  rooms. 
Many  of  these  arrests  have  been  based  on 
questionable  evidence,  but  because  of  em¬ 
barrassment,  fear  of  public  exposure,  and 
the  seriousness  of  the  charges  little  has  been 
done  to  put  a  stop  to  this  policy.  We  won¬ 
der  if  you  realize  the  terrible  financial  and 
emotional  harm  you  have  caused  to  the 
dozens  of  people  you’ve  prosecuted.  Fami¬ 
lies  have  been  torn  apart,  many  have  lost 
their  jobs  and  have  their  future  careers 
ruined. 


We  cannot,  and  do  not,  condone  sexual 
activities  in  public  jalaces,  and  would  like  to 
see  these  activities  stop.  However,  neither 
can  we  condone  the  sadistic  methods  you 
are  using.  Hiding  security  guards  in  your 
restrooms  in  order  to  trap  unsuspecting 
people  is  a  far  more  perverted  act  than  the 
behavior  you  claim  you  are  trying  to  stop. 

If  you  really  want  to  stop  these  activities, 
you  could  keep  an  attendant  on  duty,  the 
cost  of  whom  would  certainly  be  less  than , 
you  must  presently  be  paying  security 
guards. 

In  discussing  this  problem  with  attorney 
Richard  Rubino,  he  tells  us  that  Jordan 
Marsh  Co.  refuses  to  post  signs  warning  of 
these  arrests  because  you  don’t  want  to 
scare  off  customers  using  the  restrooms  for 
their  legitimate  purposes.  Yet  many  of  the 
gays  that  you’ve  arrested  have  been  very 
good  customers  who  spent  a  lot  of  money 
at  your  store. 

As  a  result  of  your  actions, and  your  re¬ 
fusal  to  take  other  measures  to  solve  this 
problem,  we  have  decided  to  take  some 
action  of  our  own.  Unless  Jordan  Marsh 
ceases  this  policy  (arresting  and  prosecut¬ 
ing)  immediately,  and  drops  the  charges 
against  those  already  arrested,  hundreds  of 
gays  throughout  New  England  are  planning 
to  boycott,  march  on,  and  picket  your 
stores  until  you  change  such  policy.  Picket¬ 
ing  will  begin  immediately  following  the 
next  case  you  prosecute.  In  the  meantime, 
we  will  be  very  happy  to  meet  with  you  to 
offer  suggestions  on  other  ways  to  solve 
this  problem.

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of  the  Gay  Nurses  Alliance,  on  the  state  or 
national  level,  and  not  only  on  gay  issues, 
but  on  general  human  rights  issues  as  well. 

Mostly,  though,  John’s  tired.  “It's  been 
very  draining.

“I  feel  good  about  leaving  the  De¬ 
partment  with  Donna,”  says  John,  “she’s 
a  great  person  to  replace  me.”  Donna  has 
been  a  therapist  at  HCHS  for  two  years,  is 
a  member  of  the  Corporation,  and  has  done 
fund-raising  work  for  the  Service.  She  also 


has  corrections  background,  working  as  Di¬ 
rector  of  Baedecker  House  for  Brighton- 
area  street  people. 

Dennis  Moore  will  replace  John  at  Gay- 
Way  after  Labor  Day.  Dennis  has  been  the 
show’s  engineer,  and  was  co-narrator  with 
Linda  Lachman  of  the  special  GayWay- 
Lavender  Hour  combined  broadcast  aired 
during  Gay  Pride  Week.  (That  show  was  so 
good,  according  to  WBUR,  that  the  station 
has  submitted  it  for  national  broadcasting 
awards.)  Dennis  is  a  student  at  MIT,  and  has 
background  in  broadcasting. 

The  Boston  gay  community  will  miss 
John  Lawrence.  And  John  will  miss  Boston.

As  you  may  know,  the  American  Psy¬ 
chiatric  Association  has  removed  homo¬ 
sexuality  from  the  list  of  Sexual  Deviations 
included  in  this  country’s  official  Diagnos¬ 
tic  and  Statistical  Manual  of  Psychiatric 
Disorders.  Some  years  ago,  homosexuality 
was  removed  from  the  category  of  “psycho¬ 
pathic  personality.” 

Since  your  exclusion  of  homosexual 
aliens  from  this  country,  as  well  as  deporta¬ 
tion,  has  been  based  entirely  on  Section 
1 182,  and  Section  1251  respectively,  of 
title  8  of  the  U.S.  Code,  permitting  the 
exclusion  of  those  “afflicted  with  psycho¬ 
pathic  personality  or  sexual  deviation  or  a 
mental  defect”— and  homosexuality  is 
clearly  none  of  these— the  undersigned  indi¬ 
viduals  and  organizations  jointly  advise  you 
that  your  policy  is  without  any  valid  basis 
in  law  or  medicine.  We  therefore  request 
that  you  immediately  use  your  statutory 
powers  of  discretion  to  cease  and  desist 
from  excluding,  deporting  or  refusing  citi¬ 
zenship  to  homosexual  aliens,  or  subject¬ 
ing  such  aliens  to  procedures  or  proofs  not 
required  of  other  aliens.  If  such  action  is 
not  taken,  proper  legal  action  will  be  insti¬ 
tuted.

Dear  Mr.  Chapman: 

As  you  may  know,  on  December  15, 

1973  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Psychiatric  Association  voted  to  re¬ 
move  homosexuality  from  the  list  of  sexual 
deviations  and  mental  disorders  included 
in  its  official  Diagnostic  and  Statistical 
Manual  of  Psychiatric  Disorders.  Some  years 
previous  to  that  action,  homosexuality  was 
removed  from  the  category  of  psychopathic 
personality.  On  December  15,  1973  the 
Board  of  Trustees  also  voted  to  offer  the 
support  of  the  American  Psychiatric  Asso¬ 
ciation  toward  any  efforts  to  foster  the  civil 
liberties  of  homosexuals. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  the  exclu¬ 
sion  of- homosexual  aliens  from  this  coun¬ 
try  as  well  as  their  deportation  has  been 
based  on  Section  1 182  and  Section  1251  .  7 

of  title  8  of  the  United  States  Code  author¬ 
izing  the  exclusion  of  those  “afflicted  with 
psychopathic  personality  or  sexual  devia¬ 
tion  or  a  mental  defect.”  In  view  of  the 
actions  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
American  Psychiatric  Association  I  would 
respectfully  request  that  you  use  your  stat-  7 
utory  powers  of  discretion  to  refrain  from  '  \ 
the  exclusion,  deportation  or  refusal  of 
citizenship  to  homosexual  aliens!  I  would 
further  suggest  that  such  aliens  not  be  sub¬ 
jected  to  procedures  or  proofs  not  required 
of  other  aliens. 

I  hope  that  this  request  can  be  given 
prompt  consideration.  Please  address  your 
reply  to  Dr.  Walter  E.  Barton,  Medical  Di¬ 
rector,  American  Psychiatric  Association, 
1700  18th  St.,  N.W.,  Washington,  D.C.

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Talking  About  Rape

Rape  is  the  most  commonly  committed 
violent  crime.  According  to  the  FBI,  there 
were  49,430  rapes  in  1972,  or  a  rape  every 
eleven  minutes.  Since  only  one  out  of  ten 
victims  report  to  the  police,  that  means  a 
rape  happened  every  minute  in  1972.  And 
more  rapes  are  occurring  all  the  time.  In 
Boston  the  figure  rose  from  around  200 
to  around  300  in  1973. 

These  statistics  point  out  that  rape  is 
common.  And  it  doesn’t  just  happen  in 
dark  alleys  at  night  with  an  unknown  at¬ 
tacker.  Many  women  get  raped  in  houses 
and  apartments.  About  half  the  time, 
women  know  the  attacker,  and  many  rapes 
occur  between  family  members.  Rape 
capsulizes  what’s  really  going  on,  on  many 
levels,  between  men  and  women  in  Amer¬ 
ica. 

For  this  reason,  the  reality  of  rape  has 
been  kept  hidden.  The  hidden  threat  of 
rape  keeps  women  frightened  and  passive, 
because  any  man  has  the  option  of  using 
or  threatening  rape.  Its  weapons  are  his 
anatomy.  Thus,  saying  rape  doesn’t  hap¬ 
pen  is  denying  the  existence  of  an  import¬ 
ant  weapon  used  by  men  to  keep  women 
in  line. 

Rapists  carry  to  an  extreme  something 
that  goes  on  all  the  time.  Women  know 
all  about  the  “little  rapes”;  the  whistles 
and  insults  on  the  street,  pinches  from  men 
on  the  suby^ay,  being  slapped  around  by 
fathers,  brothers,  boyfriends,  husbands. 
Like  rape,  these  attacks  are  not  mainly 
sexual.  They  act  as  reminders  of  male 
scorn  and  power.  At  these  times  the 
threat  of  rape  keeps  women  from  striking 
back.  The  women  most  threatened  are' 
those  who  live  alone,  take  walks,  go  back 
and  forth  to  work,  hitchhike,  or  otherwise 
function  as  independent  human  beings. 

Most  single  offenders,  and  almost  all 
group  rapists  plan  their  actions.  They 
don’t  just  give  in  to  “urges  of  the  mo¬ 
ment.”  Rapists  get  off  on  seeing  women 
helpless.  The  rapist’s  erect  penis  corres¬ 
ponds  to  any  other  violent  weapon,  like  a 
gun,  knife,  or  fist.  The  main  element  in 
rape  is  thus  force  or  violence,  and  not  sex. 

The  social  pressures  which  make  rape 
possible,  and  even  likely,  can  be  found 
everywhere.  A  lot  of  hetero  men  fantasize 
rape,  and  they  like  to  imagine  that  women 
do,  too.  That  shows  where  the  myth  of 
women  enjoying  rape  comes  from.  In 
films  and  literature,  the  intent  to  “ravish” 
supposedly  reveals  the  height  of  male  pas¬ 
sion,  as  if  violence  were  any  appropriate 
way  to  express  love.  Rape  forms  the  sub¬ 
ject  matter  of  male  jokes  and  pornography. 

GAYS  VICTIMIZED 

Younger  gay  men  sometimes  replace 
women  as  the  victims  of  rapists.  Gay 
males  have  described  situations  of  forced 
sex  which  parallel  the  experiences  of  many 
women.  Prisons  and  other  all-male  institu¬ 
tions  permit  the  patterns  of  rape  to  emerge 
in  this  way.  Men,  in  these  cases,  use  each 
other  as  surrogate  women  (“chickens”), 
and  to  be  a  woman  means  to  be  a  victim 
in  our  culture. 

Of  course,  it’s  not  only  rapists  who  fuck 
over  women.  Many  men  sympathize  with 
the  rapist.  They  can  easily  see  how  a  man 
could  get  “carried  away.”  There  does  not 
seem  to  be  much  difference  between  a 
rapist; and  your  average  sexist,  in  fact- 
Menachim  Amir,  in  a  study  of  convicted 
rapists  in  Philadelphia,  pointed  out  that 
many  were  married  and  had  “normal” 
straight  sex  lives.  A  questionnaire  recently 
submitted  to  a  group  of  rapists  and  a  group 


of  Harvard  medical  students  revealed  no 
significant  difference  in  attitude  toward 
women. 

The  men  in  power,  usually  white,  use 
threats  about  black  rapists  to  frighten  white 
women.  Yet  rapists  come  from  every  race 
and  class,  and  most  rapes  probably  occur 
within  one’s  race.  The  legal  system,  espe¬ 
cially  in  the  South,  singles  out  black  men 
to  disguise  the  real  nature  of  rape.  Most  of 
the  convicted  rapists  now  on  Death  Row 
are  black,  while  white  men  usually  go  un¬ 
punished  for  the  rape  and  exploitation  of 
black  and  chicano  women. 

Since  men  write  and  enforce  the  laws, 
the  legal  system  does  very  little  to  stop 
rape.  Police  only  arrest  about  half  the 
rapists,  as  compared  to  80%  of  murderers. 
Many  women  don’t  report  because  they 
are  afraid  of  retaliation,  or  ashamed,  be¬ 
cause  of  the  way  in  which  society  blames 
the  victim  for  the  crime.  The  long,  gruel¬ 
ling  trial  process,  which  involves  three  or 
more  courtroom  sessions,  and  may  last  two 
years,  deters/nany  women  from  pressing 
charges. 


In  the  courtroom,  the  burden  of 
guilt  seems  to  rest  upon  the  victim.  As  a 
witness  for  the  state,  she  must  suffer  ques¬ 
tions  regarding  her  sexual  history  and  other 
irrelevant  data.  The  rapist’s  past  record  of 
convictions  or  arrests  never  enters  the  court¬ 
room,  while  the  victim’s  medical  and  psy¬ 
chiatric  records  usually  become  material 
evidence.  The  rapist’s  attorney  may  slant 
his  cross-examination  with  such  phrases 
as:  “When  you  weie  making  love  with  the 
defendant  .  . .”  Even  if  the  District  Attor¬ 
ney,  representing  the  victim,  loudly  ob¬ 
jects,  the  damage  has  been  done.  The  jury, 


usually  conservative  and  mostly  male, 
have  heard  enough  to  reinforce  their  pre¬ 
judices.  The  conviction  rate  for  rapists  is 
less  than  2%. 

A  rape  victim  typically  finds  that  peo¬ 
ple  don’t  believe  her,  or  think  she 
“asked”  for  it.  The  police  may  ask  de¬ 
grading  questions  such  as;  “Did  you 
come?”  or  “What  do  you  expect,  wearing 
those  clothes?”  Even  the  routine  questions 
such  as:  “Was  there  penetration?”  can  be 
very  painful  for  a  woman  who  has  just 
been  severely  traumatized  and  would  ra¬ 
ther  forget  about  it. 

VICTIMS  INSULTED 

The  hospital  experience  may  add  insult 
to  injury.  Victims  have  had  to  lie  in  a 
room  by  themselves  for  an  hour  before 
being  examined.  The  pelvic  exam  can 
seem  an  added  trauma,  especially  for 
younger  women,  and  more  so  with  a 
“professional-seeming,”  unsympathetic 
male  doctor.  Some  rape  victims  in  the 
Boston  area  were  not  offered  VD  or  preg¬ 
nancy  prevention,  some  were  not  notified 


of  side  effects  and  possible  dangers  of  the 
morning-after  pill.  Rape  victims  say  their 
contact  with  police,  courts,  and  hospital 
were  like  being  raped  all  over  again.  These 
experiences  complicate  the  intense  emo¬ 
tional  reactions  caused  by  the  rape  itself. 

After  a  woman  is  raped,  one  of  the 
major  emotions  she  has  to  deal  with  is 
probably  guilt,  the  feeling  that  she  was 
somehow  responsible  for  the  rape.  This 
comes  from  fear  of  her  own  sexuality 
(“When  girls  say  ‘no,’  they  really  mean 
‘yes’.”)  and  the  male  effort  to  blame  the  , 
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crime  on  woman’s  evil  nature  (“Nice  girls 
don’t  get  raped”).  This  guilt  may  be  espe¬ 
cially  severe  it  the  woman  knows  her  at¬ 
tacker.  She  may  wonder.what  she  did  to 
“lead  him  on,”  when  she  may  have  done 
no  more  than  play  the  traditional  straight 
female  role  of  pleasantness-at-all-costs. 

The  responses  of  other  people  frequent¬ 
ly  make  things  worse.  Attitudes  range 
from  the  oftimes  brutal  insensitivity  of 
police  to  the  mixed  sympathy  and  suspi¬ 
cion  of  friends,  family,  male  lovers.  (“It’s 
really  too  bad  you  were  raped,  but  why 
were  you  out  that  late,  anyway?”)  Wo¬ 
men  friends  sometimes  get  badly  freaked 
out  by  the  rape,  and  try  to  avoid  believing 
it  could  happen  to  thetn  by  somehow 
blaming  the  victim’s  behaviour. 

HELP  AVAILABLE 

Because  the  medical,  legal,  and  especi¬ 
ally  emotional  needs  of  the  rape  victim 
are  not  adequately  met  by  the  male-run 
system  which  supports  rape,  the  Rape 
Crisis  Center  (492-RAPE)  exists  to  give 
immediate  and  long-term  support.  We 
discuss  with  the  rape  victim  her  pressing 
medical  needs,  and  offer  to  pick  her  up 
and  accompany  her  to  the  hospital.  We 
will  also  go  along  with  her  to  the  police 
station,  if  ^she  chooses  to>  report  the  rape, 
and  give  counselling  and  support  through 
all  stages  of  the  trial  process. 

Through  both  individual  contact  and 
discussion  groups,  we  try  to  help  women 
believe  this  is  not  their  problem  alone, 
and  they  are  in  no  way  responsible  for 
what  happened  to  them.  Victims  find  it 
reassuring  to  know  that  such  responses  as 
paranoia,  depression,  and  overwhelming 
anger  are  normal,  and  that  these  feelings 
can  be  worked  through  with  the  support 
of  other  women.  Working  for  the  Crisis 
Center  and  related  projects  is  a  means  of 
channeling  our  anger  into  constructive 
change  of  the  society  which  victimizes  us. 

One  immediate  step  toward  insuring  our 
survival  is  self-defense  training,  particular¬ 
ly  when  learned  with  other  women.  The 

Boston  area  abounds  with  self-defense 
classes  taught  by  women.  As  well  as  pre¬ 
paring  for  specific  attacks,  self-defense 
better  equips  us  to  respond  to  male  violent 
behaviour  in  general.  With  the  spread  of 
self-defense  training,  women  can  begin  to 
count  on  each  other  for  protection,  and 
to  organize  collective  self-defense  meas¬ 
ures,  such  as  neighborhood  patrols.  For 
information  about  self-defense,  write:

Obviously,  to  totally  eliminate  rape  we 
would  have  to  have  a  society  in  which  men 
didn’t  have  power  over  women.  If  men 
didn't  benefit  economically,  emotionally, 
and  physically  from  the  oppression  of 
women,  there  would  be  no  need  to  main¬ 
tain  that  oppression  through  the  system¬ 
atic  use  of  physical  violence. 

Men  can’t  protect  women  from  rapists, 
Any  effort  to  do  so  would  amount  to 
extortion,  since  the  power  system  which' 
nourishes  rape  would  thus  be  reinforced: 
man  strong,  woman  weak.  Besides,  you 
can’t  trust  the  protector.  Thus,  women 
must  band  together  to  resist  rape  and 
its  parent  system,  sexism. 
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The  topic  “Should  Same  Sex  Marriage 
Be  Allowed?”  was  discussed  on  the  tele¬ 
vision  program,  The  Advocates,  May  16, 

8  p.m.,  (Channel  2).  The  program  includ¬ 
ed  a  write-in  vote  of  the  subject. 

The  results  were: 

pro:  32%  (206  votes) 

con:  68%  (436  votes) 

We  “lost”  by  less  than  what  we  thought 
we  would.  Written  comments  were  sent 
to  Channel  2  and  some  show  a  highly  en¬ 
couraging  attitude.  A  selection  of  the 
complete  range  of  opinions  follows. 

“I  would  like  you  to  record  my  vote  as 
‘yes.’  I  enjoyed  the  program  very  much, 
but  must  admit  to  a  great  deal  of  sur¬ 
prise  that  the  producers  would  choose 
this  as  a  topic  of  debate.  Bravo  to  you  for 
having  the  courage  to  choose  topics  th$t 
many  people  would  be  quite  happy  to 
ignore.” 

“Please  cast  my  vote  ‘yes’  >n  favor  of 
homosexual  marriage.  Equal  rights  neces¬ 
sitates  such  a  choice.  Congratulations  tor 
one  of  the  most  enlightening  programs 
yet  this  year.” 

“Your  program  on  this  issue  was  mag¬ 
nificent.  Keep  up  the  excellent  work.” 

“If  your  last  two  programs  are  indica¬ 
tive  of  the  ‘new  Advocates,’  I  suggest  you 
open  each  performance  with  the  state¬ 
ment,  ‘for  lefties  and  weirdos  only’.” 

“I’m  glad  to  see  such  subjects  being 
openly  presented  through  the  media.  An 
aware  intelligent  society  is  one  in  which 
all  topics  can  be  presented  and  hopefully 
~a  place  in  which  there  is  room  for  numer¬ 
ous  alternative  lifestyles  to  co-exist.” 

“Prior  to  watching  your  program  con¬ 
cerning  the  legalization  of  homosexual 
marriage,  the  subject  had  never  crossed 
my  mind  long  enough  to  give  it  much 
thought.  It  is  only  now,  after  having  seen 
the  program  and  having  discussed  it  exten¬ 
sively  with  my  peers,  that  I  realize  the 
truly  important  and  far-reaching  nature 
of  the  issue.  In  my  mind,  the  side  in  favor 
of  legalization  was  so  phenomenally  more 
convincing,  logical,  and  just  in  its  presen¬ 
tation  that  deciding  for  myself  was  not 
difficult  in  the  least.  I  vote  a  resounding 
‘YES’  in  favor  of  permitting  homosexuals 
to  marry.  Thank  you  for  making  me  do  a 
little  thinking  I  otherwise  would  not  do 
and  for  compelling  me  to  extend  myself 
enough  to  write.” 

“As  a  heterosexual  1  have  always  been 
turned  off,  at  gut  level,  by  a  roomful  or 
crowd  of  Gay  Liberation  Front-ers,  or  gay 
people  generally.  The  audience  on  your 
Advocates  was  mostly  just  that  ...  I  tend¬ 
ed  toward  the  position  of  opposing  homo¬ 
sexual  marriages.  However,  after  watching 
the  pompous,  self-righteous,  and  specious 
arguments  of  all  the  witnesses  against  gay 
marriages,  I  could  not  help  be  deeply  im¬ 
pressed  by  the  other  side.  Their  sincerity, 
maturity  and  sobriety  made  me  almost 
ashamed  to  be  a  heterosexual.” 


“I  want  to  vote  yes  to  your  question, 
‘Should  homosexuals  be  allowed  to  marry, 
legally.’  I  was  75  years  old  in  April  ’74. 

I  thought  your  program  well  done  and  I 
think  you  have  performed  a  needed  serv¬ 
ice.” 

“Yes.  If  I  had  opposed  legal  unions  of 
homosexual  persons  before,  I  would  cer¬ 
tainly  have 'changed  my  mind  after  view¬ 
ing,  listening  to  and  evaluating  the  ‘oppos¬ 
ing’  witnesses.  My  husband  and  I  do  not 
plan  on  having  children.  We  were  ‘allow¬ 
ed’  to  be  married  because  we  were  hetero¬ 
sexual;  propagation  of  the  species  was  not 
in  our  vows  nor  a  part  of  the  contract  (li¬ 
cense).  We  married  out  of  love,  the  desire 
to  live  together,  care  for  and  support  each 
other  -  to  share.  For  approval,  a  marri¬ 
age  ceremony  and  license  are  provided, 
almost  demanded  by  society.  Homosex¬ 
uals  desire  these  same  means  of  fulfillment 
and  approval.  As  members  of  this  society 
the  society  has  no  right  to  deny  them,  the 
homosexuals,  this  basic  institution  of  our 
culture.” 

“As  a  lifelong  (I’m  48)  100%  blueblood 
(.  .  .  o.k.,  lavender)  homo  who  has  been 
happily  living  with  the  same  lover  (male, 
of  course—)  for  over  14  years,  my  res¬ 
ponse  to  your  invitation  to  vote  .  .  .  may 
surprise  you.  It’s  an  emphatic:  No. 

“My  reason  simply  is:  legalization  or 
recognition  would  create  far  more  prob¬ 
lems  than  it  would  solve.  For  “us”  that 
is.  It  surely  would  antagonize  and  alien¬ 
ate  great  numbers  of  heteros  who  would 
otherwise  agree  to  greater  understanding 
and  peaceful  coexistence  with  ‘us’.” 

“I  vote  No  to  homosexual  marriage  leg¬ 
alization  —  chiefly  because  it  would  tend 
to  encourage  homosexuality  as  a  way  of 
‘family’  life.” 

“Congratulations  for  your  interesting 
program  about  homosexuality.  It  was  so 
important!  My  opinion:  Homosexuals 
should  Not  be  allowed  to  marry.  What  can 
we  expect  in  the  future  if  they  will?” 

“I  watched  your  show  for  the  first  time 
yesterday  and  I  salute  the  people  who  have 
brought  this  excellent,  needed  fascinating 
program  to  me.  Vote:  no  to  homosexual 
marriage.  Reason:  This  is  a  destructive 
and  sick  endeavor  and  a  threat  to  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  humanity  and  society.  These  peo¬ 
ple  should  be  accorded  no  more  freedom 
to  pursue  their  ‘thing’  than  an  unrepentant 
murderer  has  of  doing  his  whenever  he 
feels  like  it.  To  expect  freedom  and  sanc¬ 
tion  of  society  as  unnatural  and  uncir- 
cumspect  as  the  act  itself  of  murder  and 
homosexual  behaviour.” 

“Your  program  on  legalizing  homosex¬ 
ual  relations  on  TV  was  one  of  the  most 
disgusting  I  have  ever  seen,  and  shows 
how  sick  this  society  really  is.  Please  enter 
my  vote  as  NO!  May  1  make  the  follow¬ 
ing  observations  ...  A  society  in  which 
homosexuality  is  on  the  increase  is  al¬ 
ready  sick  and  decadent.  An  example 


from  history  is  ancient  Rome.  Homosex¬ 
uality  Cannot  be  accepted  as  a  type  of 
normal  behaviour,  despite  your  California 
psychiatrist  who  is  probably  a  homosex¬ 
ual  "himself. 

“On  your  program,  the  homosexuals, 

especially  that  Noble  woman,  showed 
themselves  to  have  brazen  effrontery, 
militant  truculence,  and  viciousness.” 

“I  would  like  to  vote  no  to  the  questior 
of  allowing  homosexual  marriages.  I  agree 
with  Mr.  Simon’s  witnesses  we  should  re¬ 
peal  all  laws  against  homosexual  behav¬ 
iour  but  should  not  reward  this  useless 
lifestyle.” 

“If  God  had  wanted  homosexuals  and/ 
or  lesbians,  he  would  have  created  2  men 
and  2  women  —  not  man  and  woman. 
These  15,000,000  (!!)  homos  and  lesbians 
were  not  born  as  such  —  they  became 
that  way  and  if  they  are  not  willing  to  rec¬ 
ognize  that  and  seek  help,  they  should 
certainly  not  be  given  carte  blanche  to 
bring  our  society  down  to  the  depths  of 
moral  decay  that  will  bring  another  Sod¬ 
om  and  Gomorrah  on  all  of  us!  This 
trend  in  accepting  them  as  normal  —  and 
now  marriage!  —  is  revolting!  I’m  sick  to 
my  stomach.”

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[The  following  is  an  open  letter  to  Gover¬ 
nor  Sargent  dated  July  9,  1974.] 

Dear  Governor: 

I  advocate  the  immediate  passage  of 
legalized  gay  rights  legislation  that  would, 
provide  for  equal  treatment  of  gay  citizens 
under  the  law.  Gay  citizens  must  not  be 
punished,  exploited,  abused,  nor  neglected 
by  the  law  because  their  personalities 
favor  the  expression  of  a  healthy  attraction 
for  consenting  gay  members  of  the  same 
sex.  Although  this  in  itself  should  be  suffi¬ 
cient,  consider  the  following: 

1 .  Gay  citizens  contribute  to  the  na¬ 
tional  economy  and  vote. 

2.  Gay  citizens  represent  every  race, 
color,  creed,  and  sex. 

3.  Gay  citizens  comprise  large  working 
members  of  the  population. 

4.  Gay  couples  do  not  contribute  to 
overpopulation. 

5.  Gay  people  do  contribute  to  the  edu¬ 
cation,  upbringing,  and  personal  welfare  of 
children. 

6.  Gay  couples  can  successfully  support, 
raise,  and  sustain  children  who  have  been 
discarded,  rejected,  or  orphaned  by  their 
heterosexual  parents. 

7.  Gay  couples  do  not  receive  tax  incen¬ 
tives  to  support  legalized  marriages  and 
child  rearing  activities  while  many  married 
heterosexual  couples  are  legally  condoned 
who  never  produce  nor  adopt  children  .  .  . 

8.  Gay  consenting  adults  perform  no 
“illegal”  acts,  in  the  true  spirit  of  the 
word,  since  no  victim  is  in  any  way  involved 
.  .  .  therefore  gay  marriages  should  be  le¬ 
galized. 

As  Governor,  you  should  recognize  and 
support  the  rights  of  gay  citizens  of  this 
state.

The  Gauntlet 

In  this  country  there  is  a  gauntlet  set 
up  for  queers.  Most  of  my  life  I’ve  run  it. 
Recently  I  just  quietly  said,  “Fuck  off,” 
and  breached  the  lines.  Each  victim  of 
this  glorious  American  sport  is  attacked  at 
his  own  blood-spot  and  his  heart  is  sought 
out,  for  that  is  where  the  most  intense 
pain  is  felt.  The  common  way  to  escape 
attack  is  to  join  in  the  mad  chorus  line. 

But  it  doesn’t  work.  The  fear  eventually 
destroys  one.  Any  target  will  do  in  a 
pinch,  but  the  choice  ones  are  men  who 
wear  dresses,  men  who  speak  sweetly  and 
walk  with  less  than  an  ape-stomp,  men 
who  say  aloud  that  they  like  to  fuck  with 
other  men.  These  individuals  who  refuse 
to  be  invisible  send  the  gauntlet  into  con¬ 
vulsions  of  hate  and  fear.  Families  moan 

wildly,  legislators  throw  chicken  wire 
around  their  children,  psychiatrists  spin 
multitudes  of  psychologies  in  which  to 
shroud  the  deviates,  and  the  Statue  of 
Liberty  goes  into  a  coma. 

Fear 

One  August  morning  in  1969,  I  was 
sitting  in  Dr.  Lawrence  Hatterer’s  waiting 
room  waiting  for  salvation.  I  was  dressed 
in  a  nice  conservative  all-weather  color- 
coordinated  outfit  trying  to  look  my  best, 
my  straightest.  1  was  very  nervous  and  had 
trouble  to  keep  from  choking  to  death  on 
my  Adam’s  apple.  Looking  around  the 
room,  1  was  disturbed  somewhat  by  a  Ra¬ 
phael  Soyer  print  of  two  young  women, 
one  casually  pulling  on  a  stocking.  Oh.  I 
could  assess  it  artistically  well  enough,  but 
I  couldn’t  respond  deep  down  inside,  and 
I  supposed  that  when  1  captured  my  mas¬ 
culinity  the  Hermes  of  Praxiteles  wouldn't 
turn  me  on  so  much.  1  was  afraid  that  Dr. 
Hatterer  wouldn't  take  a  liking  to  me  and 
help  me  straighten  out,  and  I  felt  I  could¬ 
n’t  live  as  a  homosexual  because  I  wasn’t 
like  those  disgusting  creatures  I'd  heard 
about  and  read  about.  My  image  of 
homosexuals  then  was  through  all  the  gar¬ 
bage  I’d  heard  and  all  the  garbage  and 
garbled  psychiatric  literature  I’d  read.  1 
believed  it  all.  Sick.  Miserable.  Once  1 
almost  found  somebody  in  a  book  with 
whom  I  could,  sort  of,  identify,  but  in  the 
end  he  killed  the  man  he,  loved  and  ended 
up  at,  the  East  River  brooding  over  his 
fate.  If  Gore  Vidal  had  written  another 
paragraph  his  tragic  figure  would  have  cast 
himself  into  that  filthy  river.  Well,  I 
didn’t  want  to  kill  anybody  or  end  up  in 
the  East  River.  I’d  never  been  to  a  gay 
bar,  had  no  idea  the  baths  even  existed. 

I  was  totally  alone,  singular.  Nobody 
could  understand  me  or  what  I  felt.  I  had 
to  get  rid  of  all  these  “sick”  feelings,  de¬ 
sires  to  hold  a  man  in  my  arms  and  share 
intimate  things.  I  lived  in  fear  that  pushed 
me  into  mild  and  not-so-mild  paranoid 
states.  I  always  flinched  violently  at  the 
very  sound  of  the  word  “queer.”  Every¬ 
one  in  my  life  was  assessed  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  possibility  of  his  discov¬ 
ering  my  secret.  The  most  perceptive  peo¬ 
ple  I  kept  at  the  furthest  distance.  But  I 
didn’t  want  to  be  lonely  and  afraid  any¬ 
more. 

The  Time  Bomb 

Dr.  Hatterer  succeeded  in  relaxing  me 
somewhat  with  his  warmth  and  his  sensi¬ 
tive  responses  to  my  meanderings  about 
why  I  had  come  to  see  him,  I  told  him 
I’d  read  his  first  book,  The  Artist  in  So¬ 
ciety,  and  had  found  things  in  it  that  made 
sense  to  me.  The  tape  recorder  was  run¬ 
ning.  Very  cautiously  I  approached  the 
subject  of  homosexuality,  and  explained 
that  I  had  some  conflict  about  this,  but  at 
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the  same  time  I  tried  to  minimize  my  fear. 

I  remember  saying  that  I  didn’t  fantasize 
about  men  all  the  time  but  was  attracted 
to  women  a  lot  of  the  time  too  —  hardly 
an  accurate  picture  of  what  I  felt,  but  I 
needed  somebody’s  understanding  and 
help  pretty  desperately.  I  was  too  afraid 
to  blurt  out  what  I  really  thought  -  that  I 
might  be  homosexual.  He  asked  to  see 
some  of  my  artwork  the  next  week.  I  was 
hoping  he  would  suggest  payment  for 
therapy  with  paintings.  He  did.  “You’ve 
got  yourself  a  therapist.” 

In  the  first  few  sessions  the  most  sig¬ 
nificant  mistakes  were  made,  without 

which  I  might  have  been  spared  some 
years  of  the  most  intense  misery  I  have 
known.  The  first  or  second  meeting  I  told 
Dr.  Hatterer  I  wanted  to  exorcise  com¬ 
pletely  whatever  homosexuality  might  be 
in  me.  I  find  it  incredible  looking  back 
that  I  was  not  forced  to  examine  with  the 
most  concentrated  effort  I  could  muster 
why  I  felt  it  so  necessary  to  come  to  a 
psychiatrist  and  ask  for  such  psychic  sur¬ 
gery.  Had  I  come  and  announced  that  1 
wanted  to  remove  the  hair  from  my  arm- 
pits  by  electrolysis  you  can  bet  I  would 
have  been  put  to  task  a  great  deal  more 
and  that  negative  motivations  would  have 
been  sought.  Why  Dr.  Hatterer  never  felt 
it  crucial  to  examine  my  motives  in  detail, 
I’m  not  sure.  Perhaps  it  was  just  sloppy 
therapy  on  his  part,  but  1  doubt  it.  I  think 
it  was  probably  due  to  general  bias  on  his 
part,  his  conviction  that  gay  life  is  not  a 
viable  alternative  and  his  belief  that  homo¬ 
sexuality  is  a  disease. 

Wherever  there  is  a  possibility  of  the 
patient’s  changing  from  a  homosexual 
adaptation  to  heterosexuality,  the  ther¬ 
apist  should  explore  and  work  toward 
this  goal.- The  Artist  in  Society  (Grove 
Press,  Inc.,  NYC,  New  York,  1966).  p. 

145. 

Homosexuality  is*onc  of  the  few  dis¬ 
eases  Which  the  entire  medical  profession 
agrees  is  an  emotional  disorder  Changing 
Homosexuality  in  the  Male  (Dell  Publish¬ 
ing  Co.,  Oct.  i  97 1 ),  p.  129. 

Perhaps  Dr.  Hatterer’s  concern  for  ef¬ 
fecting  speedy  “cures”  might  have  had 
something  to  do  with  things.  He  encour¬ 
aged  me  early  in  therapy  by  relating  tales 
of  six-month  “cures,”  strongly  suggesting 
1  might  be  one  myself.  I  was  not  immune 
to  this  encouragement,  which  along  with 
the  urgency  1  brought  into  his  office  liter¬ 
ally  hurled  me  down  the  therapeutic  path. 
According  to  a  New  York  Times  article, 

Feb.  28,  1971,  Dr.  Hatterer  reported  a 
complete  heterosexual  adjustment  by  a 
man  who  came  into  therapy  never  having 
had  any  heterosexual  experience.  From 
the  verge  of  suicide  this  man  was  trans-' 
formed  to  the  verge  of  marriage,  having  had 
only  nine  forty-five  minute  therapy  sessions. 
Reportage  of  such  bizarre  miracles  is  in 
my  opinion  only  the  worst  sort  of  propa¬ 
ganda  and  Dr.  Hatterer’s  loss  of  his  own 
good  judgment. 

Patient  reports  of  immediate,  drastic 
change  generally  reflect  a  form  of  attempt¬ 
ed  seduction  because  of  a  need  to  please 
the  therapist  stronger  than  the  need  to 
admit  true  feelings  toward  homsexuality, 
and  because  the  patient  is  unaware  of 
forces  which  seek  to  maintain  the  status 
quo. -The  Artist  in  Society,  p.  148. 

The  brainwashing  we’ve  all  received,  my 
ignorance  of  gay  people  and  gay  life,  com¬ 
bined  with  the  homosexuality  within 
myself  produced  an  enormous  fear  in  me. 

It  is  obvious  now  to  me  what  I  did  not 
then  notice  as  we  glossed  over  that  crucial 
question  of  why  I  must  change. 

I  was  asked  how  I  felt  about  homosex¬ 
uals.  “I  can’t  stand  them,”  I  answered. 

Dr.  Hatterer  followed  with  something 


about  nobody  liking  some  guy  "twiddling 

his  ass,”  down  in  the  Village.  Those  three 
words  have  stuck  clearly  in  my  mind  for 
five  years.  I  remember  feeling  quite  upset, 
identifying  to  some  degree  with  the  guy 

“twiddling  his  ass”  and  I’m  sure  I  shoved 
my  homsexuality  further  into  the  closet  in 
my  mind.  Already  the  worst  sort  of  dy¬ 
namics  were  set  in  motion  —  biased  cues 
thrown  at  the  patient  in  the  guise  of  rein¬ 
forcement,  the  patient  responding  with 
what  he  thinks  the  therapist  wants  to  hear. 
Therapy  had  begun. 

I  must  take  responsibility  for  my  mis¬ 
takes.  One  of  my  worst  in  this  therapeu¬ 
tic  relationship  was  my  lack  of  honesty 
with  Dr.  Hatterer  —  and  with  myself.  The 
lack  of  honesty  with  myself  was  an  inabil¬ 
ity  at  times  to  distinguish  between  what  I 
felt  and  what  I  felt  I  should  feel.  As  this 
therapy  progressed  and  the  dimensions  of 
the  “cure”  were  formulated  the  chasm 
between  feeling  and  conditioning  became 
greater.  My  lack  of  honesty  with  Dr.  Hat¬ 
terer  was  part  dependence,  an  attempt  to 
please  him  and  a  fear  of  being  classified 
“unbeatable.”  It  was  rarely  overt  or 
clearly  identifiable  to  me  as  dishonesty. 
The  therapeutic  relationship  of  cues  and 


response's,  support  and  punishment  fos¬ 
tered  in  me  a  dependence  which  would 
have  made  it  impossible  for  me  to  ever 
maintain  a  “cure.” 

Dr.  Hatterer  considers  strong  motiva¬ 
tion  to  “change”  a  primary  factor  of  "re¬ 
covery.”  Without  it  “recovery”  is  con¬ 
sidered  impossible.  Responses  which  were 
the  result  of  fear  and  guilt  were  interpreted 
by  Dr.  Hatterer  as  positive  heterosexual 
expression.  “Progress  is  also  possible  with 
a  patient  who  tries  to  hide  his  homosexu¬ 
ality  [guilt  and  fear] ,  feels  that  exposure 
to  other  homosexuals  is  dangerous  [fear] , 
or  that  he  is  singular  and  singular  in  hav¬ 
ing  a  homosexual  problemffear  and  isola¬ 
tion]  .”  (The  Artist  in  Society,  p.  148.) 
Here  are  some  verbal  motivational  factors, 
from  Dr.  Hatterer’s  list  as  indications  of 
high  treatability: 

Expresses  fears  of  loneliness,  isolation, 
loss  of  friends  [FEAR] .  States  he  is 
most  repulsed  by  “queens,”  transvestites, 
etc.  [FEAR] .  Expresses  guilt,  fear  of 
discovery  [FEAR|.  (Changing  Homosex¬ 
uality  in  the  Male,  p.  446). 

.  .  .  only  moderate  treatability: 

States  homos  are  unfairly  treated 


[FACT] .  Denies  guilt,  has  told  many 
people,  has  little  or  no  fear  Qf  discovery, 
but  is  discreet  where  attack  is  possible 
[NO  GUILT.  NO  FEAR).  Defends 
laws  and  other  symbols  permitting  obvi¬ 
ous  homo  [Good  men!]  [Changeling-.  .  .] 
(Changing  Homosexuality  in  the  Male, 
p.  447). 

Now  Dr.  Hatterer  is  probably  correct  in 
his  assessments.  A  desperate  man  is  rrlore 
likely  to  grab  hold  of  anything  that  looks 
like  salvation  without  thinking  than  a 
man  who’s  got  his  head  together  on  some 
things. 

GUILT  and  FEAR.  I  was  dripping 
GUILT  and  FEAR.  I  know  the  danger  of 
all  this  -  capitalizing  on  a  phobia,  rein¬ 
forcing  fear  to  get  the  desired  results.  A 
time  bomb  is  set  —  and  it  will  go  off 
Once  I  brought  up  the  question  of 
whether  I  should  tell  a  girl-friend  or  wife 
about  my  soon-to-be-past  homosexuality. 
He  advised  against  it.  When  1  expressed 
doubts  about  hiding  something  so  heavy 
from  a  person  I  would  supposedly  be 
closer  to  than  anyone,  he  asked  me  how 
I’d  feel  if  she  revealed  something  like  that 
to  me.  Hiding  this  part  of  me  from  the 
very  beginning  was  a  supposed  good  prog- 


it  was  a  pragmatic  matter.  But  perhaps  by 
then  it  would  not  have  existed  anymore, 
or  perhaps  it  never  existed,  really.  Decep¬ 
tion.  Denial.  Self-deception.  Self-denial. 

Unreality 

Direction,  support,  and  analysis  were 
used  hand  in  hand  to  help  me  achieve 
heterosexuality.  For  instance,  if  I  were 
urged  to  ask  a  woman  out  for  a  date  and 
I  made  an  attempt,  I  was  rewarded  by 
praise  and  that  sort  of  behavior  was  taken 
for  granted  as  positive  by  both  of  us.  If  1 
presented  something  inappropriate  it 
might  be  greeted  with  silence,  ambivalence 
or  analysis.  One  day  I  confessed  what  I 
would  really  like  to  paint  was  a  male  nude. 
Zero.  Every  session  was  taped  and  the 
parts  considered  therapeutic  by  Dr.  Hat¬ 
terer  or  one  of  his  assistants  were  distilled 
into  a  “tape  capsule”  that  I  could  listen  to 
several  times  between  sessions  so  I  would 
not  forget  and  distort  what  had  gone  on. 
This  particular  behaviour  modification 
system  of  rewards  and  punishments  was 
very  effective  on  me,  I  believe  much  more 
so  than  candies  instead  of  approval,

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Bisexuality: 

Variations  on  a  Variable

Readers  of  recent  trivializing  articles  on 
bisexuality  in  “Time,"  “Newsweek”  or  for 
that  matter  “Viva”  (cf.  review  by  Thom 
Mayer  in  GCN  of  June  1 5)  will  be  happy 
to  know  that  at  least  one  popular  straight 
publication  has  of  late  treated  the  subject 
much  better,  if  not  yet  well.  The  June  28 
issue  of  the  stylishly  liberal  biweekly 
news  magazine  “New  Times”  includes  an 
article  by  gay  historian  and  playwright 
(“In  White  America”)  Martin  Duberman, 
who  surveys  some  of  the  biological,  anth¬ 
ropological  and  historical  data  on  bisexu¬ 
ality  and  recounts  his  own  mixed  feelings 
as  a  person  who  aspires  to  bisexual  beha¬ 
vior  but  doesn’t  want  to  be  made  to  feel 
guilty  about  the  fact  that  he  isn’t  yet 
there. 

In  the  course  of  his  background  survey 
Duberman  presents  a  lot  of  interesting  in¬ 
formation,  some  of  it  as  familiar  as  Plato 
and  Sappho,  some  of  it  as  obscure  as  the 
pattern  of  the  average  stumptail  monkey’s 
sexual  proclivities.  He  mentions  tribes 
where  anal  intercourse  for  adolescent 
males  is  de  rigueur,  others  where  what 
makes  the  man  is  fellatio,  and  the  career 
of  the  eastern  Mediterranean  goddess 
whose  worship  included  both  heterosexual 
and  homosexual  activity  [Artemis  (in 
places),  Aphrodite  (in  places),  Astarte,  Ish- 
tar,  Isis,  Cybele] .  But  what  he  does  with 
these  data  is  not  much  more  than  assemble 
them;  the  discussion  does  not  illuminate 
but  merely  informs. 

Later  in  his  article  Duberman  attempts 
to  be  more  analytical,  but  I  think  that  by 
reason  of  narrowness  his  analysis  fails,  in 
that  throughout  the  article  he  deals  almost 
exclusively  with  sexual  behavior  and  says 
little  about  other  aspects  of  our  lives.  In 
particular,  he  makes  the  discussion  of  sex¬ 
uality  abstract  in  that  he  talks  about 
heterosexual  behavior  without  any  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  oppression  of  women  as  the 
context  in  which  “heterosexual  behavior” 
generally  occurs.  Thus  by  avoiding  the 
bedrock  issue  of  feminism  and  equality  of 
the  sexes  he  is  unable  to  help  us  forward 
toward  a  healthy,  egalitarian  bisexuality 
that  is  the  only  kind  it  would  be  desirable 
to  achieve. 

Closer  to  the  right  track,  I  believe,  is 
the  article  by  Phil  Mullen  in  the  issue  be¬ 
fore  last  of  the  Philadelphia  magazine  “The 
Gay  Alternative,”  where  the  influence  of 
feminism  is  a  little  easier  to  perceive.  Mul¬ 
len  says  explicitly  of  the  sexuality  he  advo¬ 
cates:  “It  must  be  healthy  love,  however, 
gay  or  straight.  Feminists  who  argue  that 
male-female  relationships  at  present  are 
hardly  ever  healthy  are  pointing  to  [uncon¬ 
scious  understatement]  real  difficulties.” 
Mullen  is,  regrettably,  quite  capable  of 
oversimplification  and  even  slogan  vend¬ 
ing:  “gay  isn’t  good  enough”  .  .  .  “gay,  like 
straight,  is  half  as  good  as  bi”;  but  they 
are  probably  less  important  to  him  than 
his  broader  view  that  bisexuality  is  only 
one  part  of  a  thoroughgoing  sexual  revolu¬ 
tion. 

Also  in  that  issue  of  “The  Gay  Alterna¬ 
tive”  is  “The  Bisexual  Potential”  by  Laura 
Della  Rose,  who  acknowledges  that  she 
hates  men  part  of  the  time,  yet  writes  that 
her  loving  a  man  sexually  has  helped  them 
both  to  grow.  She  argues  for  bisexuality 
from  two  standpoints:  “from  the  personal, 
to  learn  to  deal  with  our  learned  hatred  and 
fear  of  the  other  sex,  and  on  a  political 
scale,  for  the  current  Gay/Lesbian  and 
Womert’s  Liberation  movements  to  achieve 
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a  basic  connectedness  essential  to  their 
ultimate  success.”  Unfortunately  she  does 

not  acknowledge  the  awesome  difficulties 
the  attaining  of  this  connectedness  will  no 
doubt  imply;  she  does  not,  for  example, 
consider  how  many  of  us  are  not  yet  bi¬ 
sexual  or  even  bisocial  or  how  premature 
a  discussion  of  bisexuality  may  seem  to 
people  who  have  not  yet  achieved  equality 
in  their  conversations  and  their  politics. 
(For  I  assume  we  are  talking  about  equal¬ 
ity  of  sexual  behavior,  not  a  reenactment 
of  the  heterosexism  of  the  larger  society.) 
As  with  Mullen  and  Duberman  she  is 
right,  of  course,  to  remind  us  of  the  bi¬ 
sexual  goal,  yet  the  analysis  would  be 
more  useful  if  it  recognized  outstanding 
obstacles  and  introduced  a  strategy  for 
overcoming  them. 

A  stronger  point  of  Della  Rose’s  contri¬ 
bution  is  that  she  recognizes,  as  Mullen 
does  only  implicitly,  the  “economic  pat¬ 
terns  shaping  and  perpetuating  the  frame¬ 
work  for  unrealistic  and  dissatisfying”  per¬ 
sonal  lives,  a  recognition  without  which

shocks  instead  of  silence. 

One  of  the  fisrt  aspects  of  my  psyche 
we  attacked  was  masturbation  fantasies, 
my  only  stronghold  of  passion.  Dr.  Hat- 
terer  suggested  with  a  modicum  of  em¬ 
phasis  that  this  could  be  done  fairly  simp¬ 
ly.  “The  next  time  you  want  to  have 
some  fun  with  yourself  .  .  .”  And  I  tried. 
With  the  Playmate  of  the  Month  smiling 
coyly  up  at  me  I  tried  like  a  madman  to 
think  how  beautiful  that  soft,  lushy  body 
was,  and  how  much  I  wanted  to  jump 
right  in  there.  But  all  I  could  seem  to 
think  of  was  cotton  candy,  which  I  never 
cared  for,  and  rolls  of  Charmin  bathroom 
tissue  —  and  some  hunky  guy  kept  com¬ 
ing  into  my  sights  and  I  wouldn’t  seem  to 
quite  make  it.  So  I  started  devising  inge¬ 
nious  ways  to  get  around  it  and  would 
think  about  some  great-looking  guy  to  get 
myself  really  turned  on  and  keep  it  going 
as  long  as  possible  until  the  very  last  sec¬ 
ond  and  then  switch  to  the  big  boobs  in 
the  foldout.  I  filled  out  a  questionnaire 
every  week  enumerating  and  classifying  all 
the  orgasms  I’d  had  as  hetero  or  homo.  It 
was  important  to  me  because  there,  it  was 
in  black  and  white,  how  I  was  progressing, 
and  there  it  was  for  Dr.  Hatterer  to  see 
and  whatever  study  I  might  be  in  ...  (  had 
a  vague  suspicion  I  might  be  part  of  a 
study).  I  didn’t  want  to  be  on  the  list  of 
Therapeutic  Failures.  So  it  became  a 
numbers  game.  The  more  times  I  failed 
to  achieve  orgasm  with  Miss  September 
the  more  times  I  felt  driven  to  try  again. 

I  was  pretty  tired.  It  all  seems  funny  as 
hell  now,  jerking  off  like  thaj  like  crazy  • 
with  some  fluffy  cantaloupe-busted  sweet¬ 
heart  giving  me  such  an  incredulous  look 
and  my  fighting  my  very  soul  to  kick  out 
that  masculine  spectre.  But  it  wasn’t  so 
funny  then,  dripping  all  over  the  place, 
feeling  like  shit. 

I  really  got  into  therapy  fanatically 
writing  volumes  and  volumes  of  confes¬ 
sions  and  dreams  and  analyses  of  every¬ 
thing  about  myself  1  could  dredge  up.  I 
read  over  a  period  of  months  the  whole  of 
Dr.  Hatterer’s  soon-to-be-published  book 
on  “changing”  and  it  stimulated  me  into 
analyzing  everything  1  did  right  down  to 
the  bone.  1  sometimes  would  think  of  how 
I  would  analyze  things  as  1  did  those  very 
things.  Therapy  became  my  life.  I  mas-

we  shall  certainly  not  transcend  the  bar¬ 
riers  of  economic  class  and  nation  that  are 
as  fundamental  as  those  of  gender  and  as 
far  from  being  overcome.  (Thus  when 
Della  Rose  speaks  of  having  begun  “a  re- 
introduction  to  men”  she  happens  to 
mean  “at  least  to  those  of  my  gefteral 
economic  class  and  background.”)  Unfor¬ 
tunately  she  does  not  spell  out  any  of  these 
briefly  referred  to  economic  foundations, 
for  which  I  recommend  the  reader  con¬ 
sult  Juliet  Mitchell  (“The  Longest  Revolu¬ 
tion”)  or  even  Betty  Friedan;  but  at  least 
she  offers  recognition  of  the  general  prob¬ 
lem,  which  surprisingly  is  more  than  can 
be  said  for  the  distinguished  New  Left  his¬ 
torian  Martin  Duberman,  despite  all  the 
study  of  economic  conflict  that  is  in  his 
professional  background.  It  is  here,  in  fact, 
that  Duberman’s  article  may  be  most  dis¬ 
appointing:  that  a  scholar  with  his  genuine 
concern  for  the  oppressed  could  describe 
our  sexual  dilemma  in  both  sexually  and 
economically  classless  terms. 


tered  the  art  of  rationalization  and  except 
for  states  of  abject  depression  and  utter 
panic  I  was  pretty  much  out  of  touch 
with  myself.  I  began  taking  tranquilizers 
and  antidepressants  and  before  I  learned 
how  much  I  could  handle  spent  a  lot  of 
time  zonked  out  of  my  gourd.  I  started 
trying  to  get  every  woman  I  knew  into  the 
sack  because  I  believed  the  more  fucks,  the 
better  my  odds.  Still  the  numbers  game. 

I  could  at  any  time  calculate  the  number 
of  lays  I’d  have  with  women  or  with  men 
and  the  number  of  male  and  female  part¬ 
ners.  Quality,  joy  were  secondary.  I  had 
no  time  for  relaxation  and  joy.  I  was  too 
afraid  of  succumbing  to  homosexuality 
which  equalled  misery.  By  the  time  I  got 
to  making  it  with  a  woman  my  options 
had  narrowed  down  to  complete  victory 
3y  this  time  I  had  blinders  on  and  was 
charging  on  as  fast  as  I  could  go.  I  started 
living  with  the  first  woman  I’d  made  hav¬ 
ing  seen  her  only  a  few  times  before.  Dr. 
Hatterer’s  book  was  my  bible  and  I’d  be¬ 
come  so  set  on  course  that  I  was  even  ig¬ 
noring  the  warnings  of  moderation  in  it. 
That  phobia  was  still  there.  It’d  never 
been  dealt  with.  I  was  living  straight.  I 
could  walk  down  the  street  saying  “I’m 
screwing  every  day.  I  have  a  woman.  I’m 
straight.  I’m  cured.”  I  felt  no  particular 
joy  but  at  least  I  didn’t  feel  queer  down 


deep.  At  least  I  didn’t  think  I  did.  All  the 
evidence  pointed  to  the  fact  that  I  was 
straight. 

1  got  a  job  working  in  the  public  lib¬ 
rary  in  the  Village.  I  wore  a  coat  and  tie 
and  was  cool  and  straight  as  I  could  be  and 
I  handled  every  situation  as  cooly  and 
calmly  as  anyone  could.  I  convinced  my¬ 
self  that  I  was  in  love,  “cured.”  I  stopped 
therapy  cold,  thinking  that  I  now  was 
ready  to  settle  down  and  live  the  straight 
happy  life  I’d  worked  so  hard  for  and, 
goddammit,  deserved.  I  married  and  made 
plans  to  go  to  graduate  school. 

Reality 

But  there  was  something  wrong.  I  was 
only  cool  at  work  because  I  was  blasted  out 
of  my  mind  every  day  on  tranquilizers. 

Lots  of  gays  came  in  and  out  of  the  lib¬ 
rary  and  though  I  was  uneasy  I  felt  that 
wedding  band  would  somehow  protect  me. 
But  one  evening  downstairs  in  the  refer¬ 
ence  room  something  happened  that 
cracked  the  door  of  that  closet  in  my 
mind.  A  very  effeminate  male  transvestite 
wearing  a  fluffy  pink  sweater  and  furry 
bathroom  slippers  came  right  up  to  the 
desk,  cocked  her  head,  and  looked  me 
straight  in  the  eyes.  In  a  voice  that  seem¬ 
ed  to  shake  the  foundations  of  the  build¬ 
ing,  she  said,  “Where’s  the  King  James 
Bible?”  I'd  come  face  to  face  with  a  man 
who  didn’t  seem  to  give  a  rat-:shitwhat 
anybody  in  the  world  thought.  He  had  no 
fear!  I  was  so  annihilated  I  couldn’t  say  a 
word.  I  just  walked  over  to  the  shelf  and 
put  my  hand  on  the  Bible. 

With  a  few  more  blasts  of  reality,  a  few 
months  later,  the  time  bomb  exploded.  It 
took  two  and  one-half  years  to  recover, 
but  when  I  did,  I  breached  the  gauntlet  - 
gay  as  a  goose.

Mouth  of  the  Dragon.  Editor,  Andrew 
Bifrost. 

A  year  ago  the  poet  Harold  Norse  in  an 
interview  with  Gay  Sunshine  said,  “If  we 
do  violence  to  any  part  of  ourselves,  we 
do  violence  to  other  people.  We  all  need 
to  express  the  different  forces  in  us:  Ma¬ 
terialistic,  mystic,  sexual.  If  we  keep 
down  any  one  of  these,  it  will  come  back 
as  contempt,  hatred,  the  desire  to  kill.  We 
have  got  to  express,  as  individuals,  our 
homoerotic  urges  without  shame  or 
guilt .  . .” 

Mouth  Of  The  Dragon,  a  poetry  jour¬ 
nal  of  male  love,  is  full  of  such  homoerotic 
expression.  It  literally  flows  through  the 
poetry  of  17  gay  brothers  from  America, 
Canada  and  England.  Without  sounding 
prejudiced  it  is  years  ahead  of  its  time  in 
content  and  direction.  It  will  irrevocably 
change  your  idea  of  poetry;  it  is  neither 
sterile,  nor  preachy:  it  is  the  most  relevant 
collection  of  writings  for  the  gay  psyche 
that  I  have  ever  read. 

Emilio  Cubiero  is  a  poet  whom  everygay 
will  want  to  read.  He  is  the  poet  for  the 
seventies  that  Allen  Ginzberg  was  for  the 
“Beat”  fifties.  He  is  a  marriage  of  Walt 
Whitman  and  Hart  Crane;  his  words  are 
everygays  words.  In,  “This  is  called  a 
whole  lot  of  shit’s  been  said  about  those 
jfaggot  not  really  blue  blues  again”; 
okay  man  up  against  the  wall 
stop  worrying  about  whether 
those  pants  are  going  to  fall 
didn’t  i  tell  you 
i  was  going  to  give  it  to  you  all 
oh  yes 

what  was  that  you  say 

perhaps  not  meant  to  reach  the  light  of  day 

come  on  ...  a  bit  harder  .  .  .  yes 

i  can  almost  hear  ” 

another  one  of  those  faggots 
posing  as  a  seer 

how  come  those  cats  always  got  something  to 
say? 

how  come  these  guys  always  looking 
in  my  eyes? 

man  . . .  let  me  tell  you  first  off 
i’m  straight. . .  dig  it 
i  ain’t  jerking  you  off 

if  you  want  to  do  your  thing  ...  it  ain’t  with  me 
faggot 

“Up  against  the  wall,  stop  worrying 
whether  those  pants  are  going  to  fall”  is 
the,  “I  swing  sometimes  beer  drinking 
macho  street  corner  Bostonian  keeping 
those  faggots  in  line,”  line.  Too  many 
gays  have  spit  out  teeth  and  swallowed 
both  blood  and  pride  for  too  many  days. 
Everygay  through  Cubiero  replies: 
okay  .  .  .  you  said  it  man  .  .  .  now  relax  and  be 
at  ease 

and  let  me  see  what  I  can  do 
on  my  knees  .  .  .  and  you  say 
that’s  right  faggot .  .  .  that’s  where  you  belong 
and  i  say  . . .  yes  mater 
you  can  do  no  wrong 

oh  yeah  . . .  you  little  faggots  .  .  .  down  on  your 
knees 

gonna  take  you  and  open  up  your  seams 
and  i  say  yes . . .  baby  . . .  yes 
don’t  let  this  be  a  dream 
that’s  it .  . .  beg  for  it  faggot .  .  .  tell  me  pretty 
please 

yes  . .  .  don’t  leave  me  now  .  .  .  don’t 
be  a  tease 

Cubiero  seems  to  be  saying,  okay,  this 
is  part  of  me,  the  conciliatory  part,  the 
part  of  me  that  has  been  forced  to  his 
knees  by  the  straight  apes  of  the  world, 
the  part  of  me  that  must  be  accepted  in  , 
order  to  be  changed.  The  Macho  everyman 
explains  his  feelings  and  rationale: 
so  now  you  can  feel  the  ground 
that  i’m  walking  on 
cause  you  are  the  ground 
that  i’m  walking  on 
cause  you  are  a  taggot 
and  i  am  a  man 


can’t  you  see  what  i  am? 

okay  man  i  must  give  it  to  you  straight 
it’s  you  faggots  that  i’m 
supposed  to  hate 

they  tell  me  you’re  not  like  the  rest 
that  you  think  you’re  always  the  best 
and  that  you  can  lay  everybody 
in  jest 

and  you  act  as  if  you’re  the 
only  ones  with  a  quest 


At  this  point,  I  as  reviewer  feel  angry 
emotion  because  for  once  I  hear  that 
macho  voice;  it  isn't  a  vague  voice  in  my 
mind;  it  is  real  and  recognizable.  And  Cu¬ 
biero  answers  it  so  very  well: 
that  when  it  all  comes  down  to 
the  very  end 

you'll  always  have  the  faggots  to  push  around 

now  we  ain’t  looking  to  put  you  down  man 
but  you  mind  if  we  have  a  poke  around 
matter  of  fact  shitheads  move  over 
we’re  gonna  take  a  look  under  that  ground 
you  always  found  so  safe  and  sound 
to  push  faggots  around 
we’re  gonna  take  a  look  under  and  beyond 
we’ll  take  a  skate  on  this  slippery  pond 
what  is  a  man? 
do  you  get  it  like  a  tan? 
what  is  masculine? 
do  you  buy  it 
like  a  bottle  of  gin? 

for  now  it  is  time  to  hear  those  words 
that  leave  their  traces  smeared  across 
our  walls 

and  subway  cars  and  highway  signs  and  all  the 
billions 
of  minds 

cause  if  you  make  love  to  a  man 
or  even  think  about  it  or  imagine  it 
you’re  a  fucking  pervert 

a  filthy  faggot  a  dirty  degenerate  a 
sleazy  prissy  ass  licking  scum  sucking  sock- 
sucker  or 
the  more  polite 
less  offensive  homosexual 
or  the  now  very  acceptable  gay 
which  is  to  say  hooray  now  we  can  be  spoke 
about 
intelligently 

discussed  at  the  proper  bourgeois  time  in  the 
improper  place 

like  the  census  taker  assigned  to  investigate  the 
cause 

for  these  continuing  uncomfortable  feelings 
in  the  most  of  mankind’s  guts 
when  they  are  confronted  with  this  question 
about  a  man  not  being  a  man  cause  he  wanted 


to  make  a  man 
feel  like  a  man 

which  is  what  any  man  with  any  feelings 
of  a  man 

would  understand 

These  are  just  fragments  of  one  of  two 
near  epic  poems  by  Cubiero.  The  poem, 
“Only  Silly  Faggots  Know,”  by  Perry 

Brass  should  be  read  with  the  aforemen¬ 
tioned  poem.  As  a  gay  poet  and  mostly  as 
a  human  being,  Cubiero  grabs  me  by  the 
ear  and  says  wake  up,  face  the  truth  and 
expose  all  that  shit  that’s  been  keeping 
you  down  and  that  truth  is  freedom. 

But  Cubiero  doesn’t  steal  the  show. 
Mouth  Of  The  Dragon  has  stylistic  and 
thematic  variety.  A  gay  poet,  Ronald  En- 
dersby,  incarcerated  at  Oregon  State  Pris¬ 
on,  writes: 

what  are  the  sounds  that  echo  through 
the  tiers  of  a  prison? 

what  are  the  sounds  that  eat  at  men’s  heart  & 
soul? 

Answers: 

the  sound  of  a  man  dying  because  he  is  worn  out 
&  too  damned  tired  to  go  on  living — 
the  sound  of  a  human  being  giving  up. 

the  sound  that  a  man  makes  when  he  is  being 
raped 

by  rougher  &  older  inmates, 
the  sound  of  tearing  flesh 
&  guilt  &  shame 
&  blood  &  tears. 

and  the  worst  sound  of  all  — 

the  sound  of  a  steel  door  slamming  shut 

the  sound  of  moving  steel 

and  your  loss  of  movement. 

the  sound  that  means  aloneness 

&  loneliness 

the  sound  that  confines  a  human  being 
to  a  steel  cage. 

Is  this  relevant?  Ronald  Endersby  is  a 
prisoner  in  the  official,  bureaucratic  sense 
but,  can  gays  understand  being  worn  out, 
being  raped,  and  the  worst  sound  of  all- 
no  sound,  aloneness  and  loneliness?  En¬ 
dersby  speaks  of  literal  sounds  of  prison 
and  the  sounds  that  eat  at  men’s  heart  and 
soul.  He’s  talking  about  me;  he’s  talking 
about  you  and  prisons  do  not  alwayshave 
steel  bars. 

Mouth  Of  The  Dragon  is  introduced 
with  a  line  from  Hart  Crane,  “permit  me 
voyage,  love,  into  your  hands.”  Although 
I  have  emphasized  certain  poems  from  this 
journal,  it  is  primarily  an  act  of  love. 

Poems  about  lovers  and  others  fill  the 
pages.  Here  are  several  three  and  four  line 
love  poems: 
he  retracts 

the  foreskin  of  the  stormy  sky- 
I  see  the  moon.

area  of  music  never  before  conceptualized, 
pre-16th  Century  Western  Medieval  Modal 
and  Asian  Blues.  As  a  lyricist  she  has  pen¬ 
ned  through  her  striking  command  of  lan¬ 
guage,  songs  of  both  traditional  and  free 
verse  that  range  from  the  most  acid-laced 
and  uproarious  satire  to  the  most  gentle 
and  refrained  spiritual  ballad.  As  a  singer, 
she  lacks  control  and  resonance.  But  she  is 
possessed  of  a  strong  dramatic  and  interp¬ 
retive.  flair.  At  this  stage  in  her  musical 
development,  however,  she  is  most  in  com¬ 
mand  as  an  instrumentalist.  She  plays  the 
organ,  the  xylophone,  kalymba  and  melo- 
dica,  a  wind  blown  keyboard  instrument- 
all  splendidly.  What  is  most,  astonishing  is 
her  total  integration  of  them,  and  she  can 
play  any  two  of  them  simultaneously.  I 
think  it  especially  interesting  to  note  that 

her  chosen  instruments  represent  three  dif¬ 
ferent  cultures.  The  organ  and  melodica 
are  of  course  traditional  western  instru¬ 
ments  but  her  xylophone  is  of  Cambodian 
extraction;  the  kalymba  is  a  common  Af¬ 
rican  instrument. 

Since  many  of  the  people  in  the  audi¬ 
ence  had  never  met  Margo  before,  they 
came  with  little  pre-disposition,  only  curi¬ 
osity.  But  one  sensed  that  this  was  a  warm 
and  friendly  audience.  When  8:30  finally 
arrived,  Margo  entered  the  room  quietly 
and  casually  and  without  the  usual  pom¬ 
pousness  that  characterizes  so  many  of  our 
contemporary  performers.  In  a  voice 


barely  above  a^whisper,  she  thanked  her 
audience  for  coming  and  assumed  her  posi¬ 
tion  at  the  organ. 

From  beginning  to  end,  the  audience, 
made  up  entirely  of  gay  people,  was  com¬ 
pletely  with  her.  They  were  of  course 
greatly  moved  by  her  craftsmanship,  eager 
to  hear  each  new  piece  because  each'was 
so  different  from  the  other.  But  they -felt 
something  more.  Here  was  a  deeply  sensi¬ 
tive  and  vulnerable  person;  a  person  will¬ 
ing  to  share  with  us,  in  a  non-indulgent 
way,  the  struggles  of  her  gayness  and  soli¬ 
tude.  The  audience  understood  and  there 
were  sighs  and  smiles  of  recognition  evi¬ 
dent  throughout  the  room.  During  the 
intermission  she  sat  with  her  audience, 
answering  their  questions  concerning  the 
differences  between  medieval  music  and 
contemporary  music.  From  there  on  there 
were  no  barriers  that  usually  exist  between 
performer  and  audience.  At  the  conclusion 
of  the  performance  everyone  felt  as  if 
each  knew  each  other  well  for  they  had 
shared  an  experience  together  that  for  each 
of  them  was  a  very  special  and  personal 
one. 

There  is  little  question  in  my  mind  that 
for  Margo,  this  is  only  the  beginning  of  a 
potentially  influential  career.  She  should 
enjoy  a  great  appreciation  as  long  as  there 
are  people— gay  people— willing  to  explore 
new  avenues  and  dimensions  in  musical 
and  lyrical  expression.

Every  so  often  a  performer  appears  who 
has  the  intelligence,  integrity,  sensitivity, 
imagination  and  talent  to  depart  from  the 
ordinary.  All  too  often  these  artists  are 
greeted  with  the  type  of  narrow  minded¬ 
ness  and  contempt  that  is  in  itself  con¬ 
temptible.  But  when  Margo  Schulter  gave 
her  first  solo  concert  at  the  Cambridge 
Folk  and  Tale  House  on  July  22,  this  was 
hardly  the  case.  By  the  evening’s  end  she 


had  earned  the  unqualified  respect  and 
admiration  of  her  small  but  enthusiastic 
audience. 

Certainly,  she  deserved  nothing  less,  for 
Margo  displayed  an  extraordinary  versatil¬ 
ity  and  musicianship  that  conveyed  in 
colorful  and  penetrating  ways,  a  stunning¬ 
ly  deep  understanding  of  what  it  is  like  to 
be  a  woman  and  a  lesbian  alone  in  the  shal¬ 
low  minded  and  intolerant  society. 

She  has  in  a  literal  sense  pioneered  an 


FOCUS  ON: 

Fr.  Paul  Shanley

I  was  startled  the  first  time  1  saw  Paul 
Shanley  in  a  suit  and  clerical  collar,  when 
he  testified  at  the  hearings  of  the  Com¬ 
merce  and  Labor  Committee  in  February. 
Of  course  I  had  known  he  was  a  Roman 
Catholic  priest  long  before  1  ever  met  him. 
I  later  became  acquainted  with  him 
through  the  monthly  brunches  at  the 
Meetinghouse.  Clerical  drag  is  something 
he  rarely  wears  nowadays,  except  when 
he  is  speaking  to  a  straight  audience. 

It  was  a  long  process  which  led  Paul  to 
take  off  his  collar  for  his  daily  vocation. 
He  grew  up  in  Dorchester  and  remem¬ 
bers  vividly  the  harassment  of  the  Jews  on 
Blue  Hill  Avenue  by  Catholic  gangs  dur¬ 


ing  World  War  II.  He  came  to  see  bigotry 
and  intolerance  as  the  reverse  side  of  the 
piety  advertised  by  the  church.  Thus  he 
has  had  to  confront  again  and  again  the 
“kill  a  queer  for  Christ”  mentality,  which 
in  one  form  or  another  has  oppressed 
Boston’s  gay  population. 

In  1960  he  was  ordained  a  priest  and 
served  in  several  suburban  churches.  Soon 
he  became  active  in  the  civil  rights  strug¬ 
gle,  upsetting  many  in  his  Braintree  con¬ 
gregation  by  leading  the  fight  to  have  the 
local  high  school  accept  black  students 
from  Roxbury. 

As  the  decade  wore  on,  he  was  ap¬ 
proached  increasingly  by  worried  parish¬ 
ioners  whose  children  had  run  away.  He 
would  go  into  Boston  to  look  for  them, 


and  he  discovered  a  runaway  community 
of  25,000  youths.  He  began  to  spend 
more  and  more  time  on  the  Common 
Kenmore  Square,  and  on  St.  Botolph  St. 
Eventually  the  diocese  sanctioned  his 
street  ministry,  and  he  left  Braintree. 

Criticism  from  more  conventional 
Catholics  was  inevitable.  He  began  to  in¬ 
spire  complaints  to  his  bishop  from 
policemen,  churchgoers,  and  other  priests 
-who  thought  it  “unseemly”  for  a  priest 
to  hang  around  with  hippies  and  druggies. 
And  of  course  his  ministry  was  unseemly, 
for  the  ‘place’  of  the  priest  in  public  is 
with  the  wealthy  and  powerful;  not  with 
the  prostitutes  and  thieves  whom  Christ 
sought  out.  A  priest  is  willing  to  sacrifice 
much  for  his  vocation,  but  he  quotes  Dan 
Berrigan,  “the  last  thing  a  priest  is  willing 
to  give  up  is  his  reputation.”  When  he 
took  off  Iris  collar,  “the  adults  stopped 
complaining.” 

But  he  lost  no  influence  with  his  new 
congregation,  for  he  was  one  of  the  few 
adults  who  would  repeat  the  then-unpop¬ 


ular  truth  that  marijuana  was  not  addict¬ 
ive.  In  time  he  discovered  the  bisexuality 
natural  to  the  street  scene,  as  well  as  the 
hustling  going  on  around  Park  Square.  “At 
first  I  thought  their  customers  were  homo¬ 
sexuals.  I  hadn’t  realized  they  were  Irish 
Catholic  men  with  families.” 

By  1972  his  street  ministry  had  be¬ 
come  a  ministry  to  the  gays  in  Boston.  In 
the  past  he  had  to  deal  with  the  parents 
of  children  who  had  run  away  because  of 
“simpler”  issues  of  long  hair  and  healthy 
rebellion  against  parental  authority.  Now 
that  the  runaway  scene  has  abated  some¬ 
what  and  has  reverted  to  its  traditional 
manifestations  -  teenagers  running  away 
from  disturbed  families  -  he  sees  a  grow¬ 
ing  problem  in  the  increasing  numbers  of 
gay  adolescents  who  can  no  longer  toler¬ 
ate  the  repression  of  their  homophobic 
parents.  Thus  he  sees  his  new  vocation  as 
a  counsellor  to  those  who  are  subject  to 
the  predatory  scene  of  the  Greyhound 
and  The  Other  Side.
